The Semi-Skilled in Industry 
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of training are generally haphazard and result in slowness, 
inefficiency and waste. The Industrial Training Council 
has studied this problem and believes that the solution lies 
in work-people who, while trained to do the jobs in which 
they are employed for the time being, can be educated to 
be able to accept re-training rapidly as technical advance- 
inents require them to undertake new activities. The 
Council emphasises the changes required in the pattern of 
training and particularly in its systematic application. 

The imminence of the much-noted ‘ bulge’ has pre- 
cipitated the Council’s action in bringing the problem into 
perspective and putting it forward for the urgent attention 
of employers and others concerned with education and 
training. With its admirable booklet, which, incidentally, 
should be circulated without cost, the Council is attempt- 
ing to guide and to persuade employers to undertake the 
systematic training of boys who enter industry as non- 
apprentices, and to augment this training by further educa- 
tion at technical colleges, this latter to be achieved ideally 
by day-release. 

Many firms already run similar schemes and examples of 
these are given in the booklet ‘ Training Boys in Industry 
the Non-Apprentice.’ The building industry does not 
feature in any of these examples and it is significant that its 
craft training is progressing far in advance of its training of 
the semi-skilled. In a modern industrial community the 
terms ‘ semi-skilled’ and ‘ unskilled ’ are rightly considered

Late News 


Tower Hill Office Block Approved 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, has granted per- 
mission for a multi-storey office building 
on the site of 8-10 Cooper’s-row, Tower 
Hill, London. 

An application for planning permission 
for this block—partly of 12 and partly 
of 5 storeys—was made on March 9 on 
behalf of the Bernard Sunley Investment 
Trust Ltd. The Minister directed, under 
section 15 of the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1947, that the application 
be referred to him for decision and a 
public inquiry was held on June 8. 

The Inspector who held the inquiry 
said in his report to the Minister that the 
crux of the matter was the height of the 
main block. The LCC, supported by the 
Royal Fine Art Commission, considered 
that it should be reduced to 8 storeys. 

The Inspector considered in detail the 
appearance which the building would 
have from various viewpoints ranging 
from Tower Bridge to Brass Mount and 
from Tower Hill to Speakers Corner. 
He concluded that from most of them 
the building would not be viewed in con- 
junction with the Tower. He pointed 
out that the principal viewing point was 
Speakers Corner and the concourse, and 
that from this area the proposed building 
would not be likely to distract attention 
from the Tower itself. He considered 
that the additional 4 floors would not 
result in a structure out of scale with 
the precinct or detrimental to the Tower. 

The Minister's decision letter says: 
*On the question of the height of the 
main block the Minister notes that it is 
now proposed to set this back from the 
frontage to Cooper’s-row, where he 
thinks it would be less obtrusive than in 
the position in which it was shown to 
the RFAC, and he accepts the view 
that a 12-storey block would be accept- 
able in this position.’ 


American Embassy Building Dispute 


THE LONDON BUILDERS of the American 
Embassy in Grosvenor-square, Pauling 
& Co., Ltd., announce that on August 25, 
1960 a suit was filed at their instance, in 
the Court of Claims in Washington 
against the Government of the United 
States of America for the sum of 
$1 216.860. The claim is in respect of a 
substantial sum of liquidated damages 
which has been withheld by the American 
Government in connection with the con 
truction of the American Embassy build- 
ing in Grosvenor-square, and for payment 
of additional costs incurred by Pauling 
& Co. Ltd. as a result of additional work 
performed and damages incurred by the 
firm by delay due to the alleged default of 
the American Government in making 
available information to enable Pauling 
& Co. Ltd. to complete the project by 
December 15, 1959. 
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The Semi-Skilled in Industry 


STANDARDS OF EDUCATION and technical training are im- 
proving; the universities and professions are becoming 
more and more selective; managerial branches of industry 
require more detailed and comprehensive training and a 
higher standard of entrant. Specialisation is on the in- 
crease and the development of technology is becoming 
more rapid and the results more apparent. Lower down 
the scale the apprentice and traditional craftsman is given 
every opportunity to develop by day-release and by 
systematic practical training, though in this respect it 
should be noted that technical institutions and colleges 
are already working to capacity. 

All these are signs of a prosperous and healthy economy, 
but what seems to have been overlooked is the necessity 
of securing future prosperity in the light of rapid technical 
development. Future prosperity depends to a large extent 
on the efficiency of industry, and this cannot be achieved 
without well-trained work-people. That group which is 
often loosely and erroneously called ‘ semi-skilled’ may 
require to be re-trained; they may be required for jobs for 
which some intelligence or technical training, beyond their 
present capabilities, are needed. Progress means that more 
and more jobs will require more and more skill. 

A smooth transition would be impossible to achieve 
unless the semi-skilled be given some kind of systematic 
training. Although many firms do run deferred and selec- 
tive training schemes, there is ample evidence that methods 


of training are generally haphazard and result in slowness, 
inefficiency and waste. The Industrial Training Council 
has studied this problem and believes that the solution lies 
in work-people who, while trained to do the jobs in which 
they are employed for the time being, can be educated to 
be able to accept re-training rapidly as technical advance- 
inents require them to undertake new activities. The 
Council emphasises the changes required in the pattern of 
training and particularly in its systematic application. 

The imminence of the much-noted ‘ bulge’ has pre- 
cipitated the Council’s action in bringing the problem into 
perspective and putting it forward for the urgent attention 
of employers and others concerned with education and 
training. With its admirable booklet, which, incidentally, 
should be circulated without cost, the Council is attempt- 
ing to guide and to persuade employers to undertake the 
systematic training of boys who enter industry as non- 
apprentices, and to augment this training by further educa- 
tion at technical colleges, this latter to be achieved ideally 
by day-release. 

Many firms already run similar schemes and examples of 
these are given in the booklet ‘ Training Boys in Industry 
the Non-Apprentice.’ The building industry does not 
feature in any of these examples and it is significant that its 
craft training is progressing far in advance of its training of 
the semi-skilled. In a modern industrial community the 
terms ‘ semi-skilled’ and ‘ unskilled ’ are rightly considered 
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inappropriate, and the dividing line between the traditional 
craft occupations and some semi-skilled occupations is 
already blurred in many industries; the Council suggests 
that this will extend. An important new category of jobs 
is appearing in which considerable skill based on know- 
ledge of plant and equipment rather than manual dexterity 
or craft skill is called for. Increasing mechanisation on 
building sites, for example, will call for such skills. 

The idea of a twofold and systematic policy of training 
and education is wholly admirable, but to a certain degree, 
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un-skilled occupations do so because of the greater initial 
earning opportunities offered. This related problem will 
have to be reconciled, as will the employers’ who may 
consider day-release in terms of lost production. Another 
problem would be the acute shortage of teaching facilities 
for the day-release trainees. Technical Colleges and 
institutions would not be able at present to accommodate 
an extra 300,000, the estimated figure, rising by 20 per 
cent in 1961. The suggestion, in short, while basically 
sound will call for further thinking to produce the ideal 


unrealistic. 


IF ANY ASPECT of housing policy, both 
private and public authority, has been 
neglected in the post-war rush to put up 
as many new houses as possible it is 
surely that of user requirements. It is 
therefore particularly encouraging to learn 
that Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government architects are now in process 
of designing centrally heated flatlets for 
old people at Stevenage New Town, in a 
joint experiment by the Ministry and 
Stevenage Development Corporation. The 
flatlets, 20 singles and four doubles, which 
will cost £43,000, meet present-day needs 
of old people, state the Corporation, by 
combining independent accommodation 
with common facilities such as a resident 
warden and a common room. 

Only four flatlets for couples are being 
provided, as the scheme is primarily in- 
tended for old people who are alone and 
need the benefit of the common services. 
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A vast number of boys who enter semi- and

THIS SCHEME for old people’s flats is 
likely to be the forerunner of a number 
of experiments into user requirements 
conducted jointly by the Ministry and a 
public authority (or with a private enter- 
prise firm if any large builders are pre- 
pared to co-operate), now that the Minis- 
try’s Chief Architect, Mr. Cleeve Barr, is 
setting up his new Development Group. 
This was made clear by the Group’s 
Director, Mr. Oliver J. Cox, in an inter- 
view with a _ representative of ‘The 
Builder’ on the work of the new Group, 
reported on page 470.

during an interview on BBC television in 
the programme ‘Tonight’ last week. 
Professor Danforth pointed to the light- 
weight and anti-corrosive properties of 
stainless steel and emphasised its value as 
a cladding material in curtain wall con- 
struction. He admitted that it would 
like all other materials exposed to the out- 
side atmosphere, especially in heavy 
industrial areas, become grimy. However, 
ia this particular instance, because of its 
complete impermeability to atmospheric 
pollution, this grime could be removed as 
easily as the ordinary dirt on a pane of 
glass, and just as quickly. 

Stainless steel. he conceded, was un- 
doubtedly expensive, but remembering its 
comparatively light weight and its dura- 
bility, savings could be made in the load- 
bearing structure and possibly in the type 
of foundations used. Its reflective proper- 
ties were also praised by Professor Dan- 
forth, who was enthusiastic about the 
natural, everchanging shades and colours 
that could be obtained, for example, on 
a tall building which reflected the nuances 
of colour caused by the sun and the sky. 
These and other aspects were fully dis- 
cussed by Professor Danforth at an 
international forum held on Monday and 
Tuesday last at the RIBA, when he gave 
illustrated talks on the techniques of this 
method of construction and examined its 
impact on present-day architecture. A 
brief history of the development and 
application of the curtain wall appeared 
in ‘ The Builder’ of August 26.

TWO HIGH BLOCKS of flats under con- 
struction at Kensal New Town for 
the Royal Borough of Kensington, 
were visited recently by the Modular 
Society to mark the occasion of the 
first full-scale application of their 
past researches into modular co- 
ordination. The blocks are designed 
throughout on a 4 in. module. The 
r.c. columns are of 3 standard sizes, 
8 in. by 8 in., 12 in. or 16 in. PFA 
building blocks were used for walls, 
in unit sizes of 8 in. by 8 in. by 8 in., 
12 in. or 16 in. long. Storey heights 
were kept to 4 in. multiples. All 
beams were accommodated in the 
thickness of the walls and floor slabs. 
The building was set out in quadrants 
to prevent cumulative errors occur- 
ring, and the ground floor setting out 
was transferred to the upper floors 
by plumb bobs around the perimeter 
of the building. 


The design module was rigidly 
adhered to, and in the case of ducts, 
for example, the sectional area was 
increased or decreased by 4 in. 
whether or not this amount corre- 
sponded with the precise variation 
of the service runs. Thus the fore- 
man in charge of setting out had 
only three dimensions to remember, 
4 in., 8 in. and 12 in., which always 
combined to agree with the modular 
building block dimensions. Setting 
out a floor consequently took 6 hours 
as against a normal 2 days usually 


required 


Although adherence to the module 
resulted in structural members being 
oversized in relation to exact design 
requirements, the resulting simplifi- 
cation of formwork and avoidance 
of cutting blocks to fit non-modular 
dimensions more than compensated 


in terms of economies.

SINCE IT BEGAN WORK in 1952, the 
National College of Food Technology 
has trained more than 100 students 
as food technologists and another 60 
are at present in training. Faced with 
the need to meet the calls of 
industry, the Governors of the col- 
lege, under their chairman Sir Frank 
Shires. decided to extend the build- 
ings to accommodate about three 
times the original number of 
students. In giving its approval, the 
Ministry of Education put a ceiling 
of £300,000 on its grant-aid, the re- 
mainder of the cost falling on the 
food industry. 

Planning and Problems: When the 
requirements of accommodation were 
considered in detail it was apparent 
that the college would consist of a 
number of buildings each with a 
separate function, to be integrated in 
one harmonious building. The num- 
ber of services required and the high 
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construction of the lecture theatre, shown above, is in load-bearing brickwork 

using piers and panels of cavity brick and insulation building blocks. Owing 

to the 40-ft. span of the assembly hall, see below, a light welded steel truss 

and frame was introduced with the brickwork. Uses of these two rooms largely 

dictated the plan shapes, the assembly hall being used both for ceremonies 
and as a recreation room and for badminton 


standard of finishes desired within 
the cost limits posed another prob 
lem. All the buildings were to be 
accessible under cover if possible, 
and a high standard of cleanliness 
was required with a minimum 
amount of maintenance. Most of the 
areas were required to be on one 
level for ease of trollying stores and 
goods. Thus when the basic plan- 
ning was completed, a cost analysis 
revealed a very high part of the total 
cost being taken by the services and 
laboratory fittings, and the aim 
became to keep the constructional 
costs as economical as possible bear 
ing in mind the desirable architec- 
tural character of a college. 


The buildings are grouped on the 
north and south boundaries of the 
sloping site. On the south the 
laboratories are linked to the 
administration offices and existing 
house, the fall in level being taken 
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up by the administration offices 
grouped around an inner court 
garden and connecting the com- 
munal group on the north side of 
the site at the lower level. The com- 
munal group consisted of the 
assembly hall, refectories, kitchens, 
hostels and staff houses. The dif- 
ference in levels was broken by the 
assembly hall where the normal 
floor level gave direct access to the 
gallery and stage. Below these areas, 
accessible from the lower level, were 
the chair stores and the cycle store, 
accessible direct from ground level 
outside. The problem of having a 
large central heating chamber and 
oil fuel store together with a 35 ft. 
high chimney was resolved by siting 
the chamber in the single-storey out- 
buildings of the existing house. 


Since the buildings were required 
for the term beginning in October, 
1959, a very efficient and speedily 
planned building programme by the 
contractor was required, also very 
close co-operative teamwork amongst 
all concerned. As soon as the con- 
tract was signed and agreed, work 
started and it was decided that the 
contractor should ‘chair’ the site 
meetings. The Board of Governors 
had appointed the Principal of the 
School, Dr. J. D. Mountfield, to act 
through them as the architects’ 
client and he agreed to attend site 
meetings which were held monthly 
when client. architects, contractor, 
quantity surveyor, clerk of works, 
consultants and all concerned 
attended. This enabled quick 
decisions to be made on the spot at 
all times and the client kept familiar 
with every detail discussed which 
enabled him to report to the 
Governors when necessary with first- 
hand knowledge of every problem 
and_ decision. Work started in 
January, 1958, and in spite of 50 
days being lost due to inclement 
weather, the buildings were com- 
pleted and furnished for occupation 
by October, 1959, as planned. 


Construction: Load-bearing brick 
has been used throughout except for 
the assembly hall which has a light 
steel frame. The 2-storey labs have 
floors and roof of prestressed r.c. 
inverted ‘T’ beam construction, and 
the process block is of a composite 
prestressed concrete and _ timber 
roof construction. Other roofs are 
of timber construction, the lecture 
theatre roof being framed and self- 
supporting. Bricks marry in with the 
existing house as much as possible. 
Yellow stocks are used for panels, 
and for heavier loads engineering 
bricks. red or blue, are used accord- 
ing to. strength required. All 
windows are in timber and either 
sliding - sash or centre - pivoted 
according to function. ‘ Thermalite’ 
insulation blocks were used as wall 
lining, and mainly walls were

new buildings have been linked to the existing mansion which is used as 

library, common room and partly as hostel.

plastered with pre-mixed ‘ Carlite’ 
which takes decoration quickly 
Glazed tiles and cement glazing were 
used as required by the rooms’ func 
tion. Acoustic ‘Gyproc’ treatment 
was accorded to the walls of the 
assembly hall and lecture theatre 
Corridors and noisy areas were 
treated with ‘ Gypklith’ impregnated 
against bacteria and vermin. Floors 
according to purpose were pvc tiles 
(mainly in the science laboratories) 
and ‘ Platt Excelsior’ crown plastic 
clay tiles bedded in ‘ Furance’ resin 
cement (process labs). Lavatories 
were finished in ‘Ferrolite’ ceramic 
tiles and kitchens in quarries. Lec 
ture rooms in ‘Granwood’ and 
hostels are floored with ‘ Vynoleum’ 
on timber. Elsewhere the public 
rooms are finished in hardwood strip 
or block. 

Services: Heating is by automatic 
oil-fired low-pressure system using 
radiators and fan convector units as 
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required. Laboratory services sup 
plied are: gas; pressurised water; 
vacuum; steam; compressed air; hot 
water; drinking water; and elec- 
tricity, including low voltages. To 
overcome problems associated with 
chemicals, toughened glass was used 
throughout, and glass bottle traps 
are situated under every main waste 
outlet to ensure dilution before 
entering drains. All services are run 
in ring mains round the perimeter of 
the laboratories and are accessible 
through panels in the benches. The 
processing labs and special areas of 
the science labs and kitchens are 
mechanically ventilated. Lecture 
theatre has a fully air-conditioned 
system. The heating and ventilating 
consultants were Rosser & Russell, 
Ltd., and the electrical consultants 
Troughton & Young.

English Canals 


After six weeks on the English Canals the author tells of great engineering 

enterprises of the past that, faced with the possibility of final extinction, are 

in fact meeting the challenge of modern transport, and are being organised 
to play an important roéle in the future

BEFORE THE CANALS WERE BUILT, with the 
roads muddy and potted, river boats and 
sea travel were the only satisfactory 
methods of transport. Steam had not yet 
been harnessed, nor any form of traction 
or rail transport developed, and the horse 
and cart was the only means of moving 
across a sparsely populated and mainly 
rural countryside. 

However, industry had begun, mainly 
in the form of mining, and it was to meet 
the transport problems at his own mine 
that the Duke of Bridgewater built the 
first modern English canal. James 
Brindley was engaged as the engineer. 
This canal paved the way for a boom in 
canal construction, and canal companies 
were formed, and powers obtained from 
Parliament, to construct one of the most 
comprehensive canal systems to be found 
anywhere in the world. 

These canals are now largely forgotten, 
being seen fleetingly from trains, or in 
down-town areas of industrial centres, 
and seem to belong to a past world. But 
if you travel over them it is possible to 
recapture the vision of the people who 
planned them and to appreciate the 
immense scale of the network of navig- 
able waters that they built. 


Connecting the Rivers 


In pre-canal days the rivers carried 
small boats deep into the country, up the 
Thames to Oxford, up the Ouse and the 
Cam to Cambridge and beyond, up the 
Severn to Shrewsbury, up the Mersey, 
the Humber, and the Trent. The canal 
companies set out to join these rivers to- 
gether. The Trent and Mersey canal 
joined two rivers, and passed through 
the salt fields of Cheshire and the Staf- 
fordshire potteries on the way, and the 
Oxford canal soon afterwards took this 
system southwards to the Thames, and 
so to London. 

Another company undertook a canal 
system between the Severn and the 
Mersey, passing through Chester. Arms 
joined these canals to the coalfields at 
Ashby de la Zouch, and to Coventry, 
and a cut joined the Shropshire Union to 
the Grand Trunk canal at Middlewich. 


Other canals were built in the north and 
the south, and then the Grand Junction 
canal joined London to the Midlands and 
the Birmingham system was built up. 

Year by year the building went on until 
the whole country was well served by an 
extensive system linking al] the major 
ports and the inland 
industrial areas, and 
still today it is possi- 
ble to take a boat 
from London to 
Kendal, or. from 
Bristol to Hull, with- 
out any difficulty. 

To travel on the 
canals today is to 
take a step back into 
an earlier century, to 
flirt with the roman- 
tic age of the indus- 
trial revolution, and 
it is on this aspect of 
canalling that I want 
to write. Canals 
achieve a maximum 
isolation from the 
rest of the world. 
Trains and_ roads 
cross them at right- 
angles, and _ hardly 
any form of building 
is now related to 
them. 

In the country the 
trees are a hundred 
years old, the land- 
scape is mature and 
pastoral, and the only 
people seen are hay- 
makers and fisher 
men. In the towns 
the canals are the 
‘backs’ to all the 
buildings with wharfs 
and loading bays that 
are seldom used. I 
have never felt so un- 
wanted in any towns as I have done 
on their canals. Few boats use the 
canals. Pleasure boats group around the 
lovelier parts, and are becoming more and 
more popular, but to see a pair of long 
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boats working is not a common sight, 
and to see them in any quantity you have 
to travel into the industrial areas. 


The actual building of our canals is a 
feat of engineering comparable to the 
construction of the aqueducts of Rome. 
During the past months I have driven a 
boat through deep cuttings in England, 
across the sides of Welsh mountains, over 
aqueducts 120 ft. above rivers, and down 
tunnels nearly two miles long. Such 
things present few problems to engineers 
of today, but working with stone and 
cast iron, with horse and hand, these 
canals speak of a pioneering effort that 
is hard for us fully to comprehend. 
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now disused, ts part of Brindley’s original 
arch is 9-in. brickwork and shows how 


design 

The engineers chiefly concerned with 
canals are James Brindley and Thomas 
Telford, and it is remarkable to find a 
fundamental difference in their approach 
to the same problem, and to see each 
man’s character portrayed in his work. 
Brindley, at work before Telford, built 
contour canals. These meandered across 
the countryside, often almost doubling 
the distance between places in their care- 
ful attempt to maintain one level of water 
and to avoid lifting boats from one level 
to another. 

Undoubtedly the problems of water 
conservancy played a large part in this 


design decision. Every time a_ boat 


Wardle Lock Junction links the Trent 
and Mersey canal and the Middlewich 
branch to the Shropshire Union canal. On 
the right is a gracefully-designed roving 
bridge to allow horse and boat ta 
continue without a stop 
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changes level a large amount of water is 
transferred from the upper level to the 
lower, and as canals have to cross ranges 
of hills the need to maintain the level of 
water in the top pound is of greatest 
importance. Brindley’s approach was to 
reduce locks to a minimum and so, by 
water conservency, reduce this problem. 

Telford came later, and seems to have 
had a more ruthlessly engineering 
approach. His canals cut straight across 
the country, and he accepts the need for 
locks, often as many as 21 together, aque- 
ducts and tunnels, and yet he still 
manages to maintain water at the top 
level. On the Shropshire Union system 
for example, where some of his greatest 
engineering has been done, a feeder canal 
goes six miles into the mountains to col- 
lect water from the River Dee. He fol- 
lowed Brindley on the winding Oxford 
canal and straightened out the northern 
section considerably. The old canal can 
still be traced, and many of the old 
bridges and tunnels remain. 


Architectural Variety 


Canals are not just strips of water, but 
an enormous wealth of architec- 
tural detail and building, all of which is 
of a very high standard. The same basic 
forms are used over and over again, but 
with great variety in actual execution, so 
that each canal has a character of its 
own. This variety can most easily be 
shown by a comparison of bridge types, 
but it continues all down the scale to 
include designs of lock paddle gear, and 
the plates used for numbering locks and 
bridges.

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THE HOME AND THE SCHOOL’ has been 
adopted as the theme of the 1960 Milan 
Triennale Exhibition, and the British con- 
tribution, reported in ‘ The Builder’ of 
April 29, 1960, is a 3-class primary school.

THE DESIGN of this automatic telephone exchange, completed 
recently at Altrincham, was carried out by a joint research and 
development group. The group was set up in 1957 under the 
chairmanship of Mr. J. O. Stevens, superintending architect, 
MowW, aided by the Post Office deputy regional director, Mr. 
W. K. MacKenzie, OBE, who was subsequently succeeded by 
Mr. A. Crisswell. Investigation was made into all aspects of the 
planning and design of telephone exchange buildings including 
the application of recent developments in telecommunication 
engineering. The result is that Altrincham exchange, which has 
10,000 automatic lines, occupies only 60 per cent of the area 
and was constructed at less than half the cost of a scheme 
planned and designed on previously accepted methods. Many 
of the innovations are being applied to other schemes. The con- 
tract was let in October, 1959, on a firm price basis. Work 
started on October 29, 1959, and was completed on July 5, 
1960, three weeks before time. Due to meticulous pre-planning 
there were virtually no variations on the contract. The final 
cost is expected to be approximately £23,000. The cost per 
sq. ft. was £2 17s. 6d. inclusive, and £2 6s. 6d. excluding external 
works.

ever, at Marecastle the tunnel is too deep 
even for this, a railway tunnel actually 
crossing above it, and extractor fans are 
installed at one end to clear the air of 
fumes from petrol and diesel engines.

Housing Development by the Ministry 


Some Personal Views of New Group's Director 


RECENTLY appointed to take charge of the 
new Housing Development Group, which 
is now in process of formation under Mr. 
Cleeve Barr, Chief Architect at the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, Mr. Oliver J. Cox, ARIBA, gave his 
personal views on the aims and objects 
of such a group in an interview with a 
representative of ‘The Builder’ before 
taking up his new post at the Ministry. 
Mr. Cox is clearly well qualified to 
grapple with the complex problems 
inherent in his new post; for the past 
twelve months he has been architect in 
charge of the London County Council's 
New Towns Development Group, and 
before that he was in charge of the Hous- 
ing Development Group within the 
Council’s Architect’s Department. 

Defining the difference between 
development and research, Mr. Cox said 
that development work was concerned 
with. the practical solution of architec- 
tural and building problems. This implied 
finding ways and means to apply the 
results of scientific research, in all its 
aspects, social, economic and technical, to 
current building programmes. In the case 
of a Ministry this would normally mean 
collaborating with a local authority, new 
town or other agency as client——although, 
in principle there seemed no reason why 
a project should not be undertaken 
directly by a Ministry itself (as the DSIR 
had done) in conjunction with one of the 
larger private building firms. 


Experimental Building 

Experimental building conceived as part 
of a programme of development work 
could be of three basic kinds: experiments 
designed to investigate user requirements, 
those to investigate economies and those 
concerned mainly with technique. In 
practice, in most cases, development pro- 
jects would be a combination of all three. 

Without at this stage committing the 
Ministry to any definite programme 
which, he pointed out, would be presump- 
tuous before he had taken up his new 
appointment, Mr. Cox said that obviously 
any work carried out by the Ministry's 
Development Group would have to bear 
a relationship to national problems. He 
could not at this stage give details of 


the Development Group’s programme, but 
it was a fair deduction to assume that the 
work would follow the priorities of policy 
already publicly announced by the 
Ministry. These included accommodation 
for old people (there was a need for a 
new kind of accommodation somewhere 
between an old people’s home and 
entirely independent flats or bungalows): 
slum clearance (this was still a major 
plank in the Government's housing pro- 
gramme): and standards of family houses, 
both public and private enterprise (these 
were the subject of an inquiry at present 
by the Central Housing Advisory Com- 
mittee). 

In the field of private enterprise hous- 
ing, Mr. Cox said that at the present time 
the ‘ spearhead of change’ was centred in 
housing for the higher income groups, for 
they were both more amenable to experi 
ment generally and also had the means to 
pay for it. However, desirable new 
developments here would no doubt be 
adopted in due course in housing for the 
lower income groups. It was a field, he 
considered, that ought to be studied 

Mr. Cox then went on to refer to a 
‘very important task’ in housing that had 
not yet really been sufficiently considered 

the need for more clear headed think- 
ing on user requirements. In its widest 
sense this involved planning also, and 
should, for example, embrace such ques- 
tions as whether to move populations or 
rehouse them on existing sites. Social 
arguments were involved in these matters, 
which affected the design of everything 
from New Towns right down to the 
design of the doorknobs! There were 
radical social changes at work, such as 
having more money to spend, which were 
completely transforming home life, and 
these had to be interpreted in a physical 
manner in housing. 

With regard to applied techniques, he 
would hope to see some big strides in 
cost research as applied to housing. 
Costs must always be watched, for it was 
no use producing something that was too 
expensive to be _ practical. Mr. Cox 
pointed out that there are a number of 
specialist teams at work in the field of 
housing, for example at the Building Re- 
search Station and at the universities. It 
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6 in. level difference is maintained. 
This whole subject, and locks in par 
ticular, is too large for a short article, but 
the Thurlwood Steel Lock must be men 
tioned. This was built in 1958 and is the 
most recent piece of canal engineering. 
It is built in a salt area where subsidence 
has caused the normal type of lock to 
distort and crack, and is raised entirely 
above the ground. The gates at each end 
are not hinged but drawn upwards into 
steel housings, a system used on the Con 
tinent but probably unique here. 

I hope that this short article 
stimulate further individual research 
which will help forward the renaissance in 
water transport that is now under way.

Realistic 
training, part school part office, such as 
Mr. McMorran has for so long cam- 
paigned is surely the answer. Failing such 
concentration the architectural profession 
will continue to deserve the woolly 
reputation which, one fears, it enjoys with 
this present age.

6. Cast Iron 


A VISIT to a building in the City the 
other day left me thinking in wonder- 
ment of the grand age of cast iron when 
our Victorian fathers contrived fantasies 
in cast iron for balconies, skylights, stair- 
cases, verandahs and any other features 
they could think of. What a heyday they 
all had! Paxton at the Crystal Palace 
with his 2,300 cast iron girders and 1,100 
cast iron columns; the railway station 
architects with their ornate structures in 
cast iron. Mostly the design was poor, 
but here and there one finds some not- 
to-be-despised examples, and indeed I 
have seen some very beautiful ones. 
Some of the earliest examples are to be 
found in building furnishings, such as the 
old firebacks, often with a family coat- 
of-arms, fire-dogs and fenders, generally 
with brass trimmings. The cast iron fire- 
place, cast in one piece, became a magni- 
ficent affair and there were some very 
fine designs for these done by Alfred 
Stevens. Cast iron ‘ mantels’ as they were 
called became common in the cheaper 


houses of the Victorians. They were rich 
in imitation carvings of the Georgian 
period. They had a long vogue, but their 
reign seemed to end suddenly when 
polished mahogany took over. 

Then there were the simple pieces in 
cast iron such as door stoppers. Does 
anyone make door stoppers today? Does 














Obituary 


Ernest M. Joseph; Bernard A. Miller ; Harold Davies ; 
A. E. Williams; J. L. Moreton; W. A. Mather 


Ernest M. Joseph, CBE, FRIBA 

MR. ERNEST MARTIN JOSEPH, whose death 
on August 30 was briefly noted last week, 
was senior partner of Messrs. Joseph, 
architects, of 3 (North) King’s Bench- 
walk, EC4, who this year are celebrating 
their centenary. He will be best remem- 
bered for his work for NAAFI in two 
wars, and for his long and enthusiastic 
contribution to the welfare of boys and 
girls in East London. 

Ernest Joseph qualified as ARIBA in 
1903, and was appointed by the old Army 
Canteen Board, now the Navy, Army and 
Air Force Institute (NAAFI), to be res- 
ponsible for their architectural work, 
which included a factory and offices for 
them at Kennington-lane. For his work 
during the 1914-18 war he was made 
OBE. Between the wars the firm carried 
out much domestic and commercial work, 
including flats in London and the Liberal 
Jewish Synagogue in St. John’s Wood. 

With the outbreak of the 1939 war, 
Joseph was appointed Director of Works 
and Buildings for NAAFI (for his services 
in this post he was later made © BE) ana 
responsible for a wide programme of 
work. Immediately after the war he 
engaged in a large-scale programme of 
new Services clubs in England and 
abroad, in which he used an architectural 
vernacular which was quite new to its 
purpose. These buildings (many of which, 
at Portsmouth, Aldershot, Chatham, Lin 
coln, Devonport among them, were illus- 
trated in ‘ The Builder’) were extremely 
successful with servicemen. 

Joseph won affection in quite anoti er 
sphere—that of helping young people. de 
was a founder of the Brady clubs for toys 


and girls in Durward-street, Whitechapel, 
and was responsible for their new build- 
ings erected after the war. The Hackney 
boys’ club and the Stamford Hill club 
were other keen interests of his, and in 
anything to do with their welfare he was 
prodigal of time. He was a founder and 
active in the work of the Association of 
Jewish Youth, and greatly interested in 
the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. In all these 
circles he will be greatly missed. 

In private practice with his firm, the 
list of buildings with which he was asso- 
ciated is a formidable one, to name only 
a few, St. Helen’s Court for the Shell 
Petroleum Company, Shell-Mex House, 
Head Offices for the Alliance Assurance 
Company, additions to the Prudential 
Assurance Company’s buildings in High 
Holborn, and numerous other office 
buildings, merchant banks and private 
houses, and flats and housing for 
borough councils in addition to blocks of 
high class flats at Orchard Court, Port- 
man Court, Melbury Court, and Lowndes 
Square. 


Bernard A. Miller, FRIBA 


MR. BERNARD ALEXANDER MILLER, FRIBA, 
whose death on Atgust 28 was reported 
last week, had designed some of the most 
interesting church architecture in the 
Liverpool area, where he practised. He 
qualified as ARIBA in 1920, having taken 
his BArch at the Liverpool School of 
Architecture. where the late Sir Charles 
Reilly was his professor, to which school 
he later returned for a period as lecturer 
in design. His first work of any note was 
at Willaston Church, Cheshire, where in 
1925 he made some additions, but since 
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anyone use them? There appear to be 
any amount of old ones about and they 
must obviously have once been much in 
demand. Was it that doors were made 
to close of their own accord by setting in 
the hinges and therefore required some 
heavy weight to hold them open? These 
old door stoppers are often to be seen in 
the shape of animals. I have one in the 
shape of a trotting horse which I treasure 
although it is no longer used for the pur- 
pose for which it was designed. The base 
and the horse are cast in two separate 
pieces and bolted together. Lions, dogs 
and unicorns were equally popular, and 
were mostly of excellent design and 
modelling. 

In the door stopper range there were 
also the heavy glass stoppers made by 
the glass blowers in their spare time. 
These were as heavy as lead and very 
effective; they were called ‘Friggers.’ For 
anyone interested in examples of this 
kind in cast iron and glass the museum 
at Bethnal Green is well worth a visit. I 
was glad to have been reminded of the 
Cast Iron Age and to have given a 
thought to those specialists of their day 
who created these relics of Victoriana for 
us. They all have a deserving place in the 
story of our craft.

Mr. Hugh Wilson's Paper to the Town and Country Planning Summer School 


The Town and Country Planning Summer School was held under the auspices 
of the Town Planning Institute at the University of St. Andrews from August 
27 to September 7. On September 1 Mr. L. Hugh Wilson, OBE, AMTPI, 
ARIBA, chief architect to the Cumbernauld Development Corporation, sub- 
mitted a paper on the planning and development of Cumbernauld New Town. 
The area was designated in February, 1956, and is being developed with 
particular purpose of relieving congestion in the city of Glasgow and will 
have an eventual population of some 70,000. The new town is to be a balanced 
community with the necessary provision for industry, commerce and recrea- 


tional facilities.

CUMBERNAULD occupies a central position 
in the industrial belt of Scotland between 
the deep inlets of the Firths of Clyde 
and Forth and contained to the north and 
south by upland areas. The main road 
from Glasgow to Stirling, A80, passes the 
site of the new town where it is joined 
by the Carlisle, Airdrie and Stirling road, 
A73. The railway from Glasgow to Stir- 
ling runs through Cumbernauld Station, 
which is also on the main line from 
London to Perth. Cumbernauld, there- 
fore, has good communications with Glas- 
gow, the Lanarkshire industrial area and 
the south and also with the north of Scot- 
land and towns along the Forth. It is 
about equidistant from the docks on the 
Clyde at Glasgow and on the Forth at 
Grangemouth. 


Four Main Elements 


The designated area comprises some 
4,150 acres and is triangular in shape, five 
miles long from north-east to south-west 
and two miles across from north-west to 
south-east at the widest point. The site 
consists of four main elements. First, the 
hill in the form of a broad hogsback 
between the valleys on the lines of the 
Glasgow/Stirling road and the Glas- 
gow/Stirling railway with a breadth of one 
mile and length of two and a half miles. 
The altitude varies from 260 ft. in the 
valley to about 485 ft. at the highest point 
on the hilltop. There are steep and very 
broken slopes on the north-west side of 
the hill and longer and more gentle slopes 
on the south-east. 

Second, the hillside rising from the 
valley on the line of the railway south- 
eastwards towards a very exposed moor- 
land with a maximum height of about 
570 ft. There are areas of fairly level 
land of varying widths at the base of the 
hill but these are cut off from the main 
hilltop by a deep glen. In general the 
area is steep and rather isolated. 

Third, a small hill at Condorrat to the 
south-west of the main hilltop rising to 
just over 300 ft. 

Finally, there is a plateau at the north- 
east end of the site astride the main 
Glasgow road with levels varying between 
340 ft. and 380 ft. The watershed of the 
lowland area of Scotland crosses the site, 
the southern part draining to the Clyde 
and the northern part to the Forth. The 
whole site is exposed to the prevailing 
south-west winds which blow down the 
valley and along the length of the site 
and many tree belts have been planted 
across the hill in the past to give shelter. 


Extracts from his paper are given below. 


The surface deposits are principally 
boulder clays. Minerals include fireclay, 
which is being mined in the north-east 
corner of the area and also south-east 
of the main hilltop, and coal, which is 
now being worked in the extreme south- 
west corner of the site. These workings 
may affect the whole area under the 
smaller hill at Condorrat. 

The planning of the town is further 
influenced by the trunk roads in the area. 
Road A80, the most heavily trafficked 
trunk road in Scotland, which runs along 
the north-west boundary of the site, is 
being improved and realigned as a dual 
carriageway road which will by-pass the 
villages of Condorrat and Cumbernauld 
to the north and will then run parallel to 
and to the south of the existing A80 on 
the way to Stirling. Road A73, the main 
road from the south running through Car- 
lisle, Lanark, Airdrie and joining road 
A80 at Cumbernauld, is to be diverted at 
a point one mile south of the new town 
to run on a new line along the low-lying 
land between the main hilltop and the 
smaller hill at Condorrat to join A80 at 
a new junction. 

It soon became clear that the main hill- 
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top with a gross area of about 930 acres 
for development with parts of the sur- 
rounding valley areas would provide the 
most suitable site for the major develop- 
ment of the new town; it is the only 
section of the area capable of being used 
for a large-scale comprehensive scheme. 
The form of the hilltop, from which there 
are fine views in all directions and which 
can be seen from many points outside the 
area, with its clearly defined limits lead 
to the general conception of the town as 
a compact urban centre containing a 
population of 50,000 with surrounding 
recreation areas, the whole set against the 
background of open hilly country. 

The area of development on the hilltop 
will be some two miles long and one mile 
wide and will provide sites for the houses, 
shops, schools, public buildings and some 
industry for the 50,000 population, with 
the main industrial areas sited to the 
north and south and the level land at the 
foot of the hill used for playing fields 
and general open space. Every part of 
the town will be in close touch visually 
and physically with the surrounding 
countryside and at the same time dis- 
tances within the built up area will be 
short so that all the inhabitants will be 
within easy reach of the centre. 


Satellite Villages 


The eventual expansion of the town to 
a final population of 70,000 will be 
achieved by the development of a series 
of satellite villages around the main hill- 
top, each with its own local centre but 
relying on the central area of the town 
for the main shopping and recreational 
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facilities. One of these satellite villages 
will be based on the existing Cumber- 
nauld Village, which lies on the extreme 
edge of the designated area. 

With compact planning, complete 
integration of all the space-consuming 
elements in the town is important and 
this involves a special technique in terms 
of planning procedure. Instead of 
reserving sites for individual buildings or 
uses it becomes necessary to settle the 
design and form of the development at 
an early stage and to fix the site 
boundaries after this has been done. Land 
ownership is all important in_ this 
approach to the location and relation of 
sites: here the new town procedure offers 
very considerable advantages because the 
Development Corporation can achieve 
complete ownership of the land. 


Communications 


A basic principle of all planning must 
be the organisation of an efficient pattern 
of communications and this involves 
pedestrians as well as vehicles. The town 
is essentially a place where people meet 
and this function can only be fulfilled by 
recognising to the full the rights of the 
pedestrian. 

The communications system at Cumber 
nauld has been evolved as a result of 
very considerable study. The original 
basic plan prepared some three years ago 
included three radial roads, providing 
connections with trunk roads A73 and 
A80, linked on the hilltop by an outer 
ring road serving most of the housing 
areas and an inner ring road, encircling 
the central area. The purpose of the inner 
ring road was to avoid congestion in the 
centre, but later we were learn that 
our reasoning here was faulty. 

The need to keep the functions of the 
various roads clear cut also became 
apparent and instead of multi-purpose 
roads there emerged a system of roads 
based on the following principles: (1) 
Local development roads to provide 
access to buildings either direct or by 
spur footpath. (2) Feeder roads to take 


to 


traffic from or to local development roads 
but to have no frontage development. (3) 
Main town roads in the form of radials 
radial link roads to connect with 
feeder roads only at controlled junctions 
and to have no frontage development or 
other access. (4) Trunk roads to connect 
with main town roads only at grade- 
separated junctions. (5) No car parking 
on any carriageway. 

The new road plan incorporates three 
main radial roads and a ring road serving 
the housing areas, but instead of the inner 
ring road there are now two main radial 
link roads running down the hill to the 
south and by-passing the central area. 

To achieve the maximum freedom from 
congestion it is important that traffic 
should proceed from one type of road to 
another in order of importance, each road 
being designed and constructed for its 
particular functions. The major junctions 
have been designed on a grade separation 
basis and it will be possible to carry out 
the work in stages. No footpaths will be 
provided on these main town roads. Since 
it is a fundamental principle of the com- 
munications pattern that vehicles and 
pedestrians should be separated, there is 
to be a separate system of pedestrian 
paths radiating out from the central area 
and connecting the various housing 
areas. These paths cross the main roads 
by under- or overpasses. 

The full use of roads for traffic move- 
ment cannot be realised unless there is 
adequate parking space available in all 
areas, and provision is being made at 
Cumbernauld for one garage or parking 
space for every house in addition to 
visitors parking in the housing areas and 
to adequate parking in the central area 
and at industrial premises.

Housing and Education 


The form of the housing in the town 
will be strongly influenced by the varying 
characteristics of the _ hilltop _ site. 
Generally speaking, two-storey houses 
with gardens are being provided on the 
flatter slopes with split level housing,

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without private gardens, on the steeper 
areas. There will also be considerable 
use of flats and maisonettes including 
some high flats. Net densities will aver- 
age 85 persons per acre with each site 
taking its appropriate allocation of houses 
depending on the conditions. Densities 
will vary, within the overall figure, 
between 60 and 120 persons per acre. 

An attempt is being made to integrate 
house design and layout to ensure privacy 
to gardens and houses as well as safety 
for pedestrians and convenient access for 
vehicles. Three main approaches have 
now been developed to deal with the 
problems of designing for the motor car 
in the housing area with the maximum 
separation of pedestrians and vehicles. 

(A) The Radburn system with road 
access and pedestrian access to all or 
the majority of houses in the scheme; 
this has been worked out at Cumber- 
nauld with the use of about 70 per cent 
wide frontage single aspect houses and 
30 per cent flats at a density of about 
80 persons per acre. This form of lay- 
out has many advantages giving con- 
venience to the individual tenant in 
providing direct access to his house by 
car, in many cases with a garage 
adjoining. 

(B) A ‘ meshed’ system of roads and 
footpaths with motor vehicles entering 
the site from the periphery of the area 
by the use of culs-de-sac with pedes- 
trians moving towards the centre of 
the scheme by a series of spur foot- 
paths linked to a main footpath. On 
this type of layout all houses are 
approached by spur footpaths and 
garages are grouped in blocks along- 
side the roads at the ends of terraces. 
This provides fairly adequate separa 
tion of vehicles and _ pedestrians 
although not so complete as with the 
Radburn system. 

(C) A form of layout where a housing 
area of, say, 200-250 houses is sur- 
rounded by perimeter garaging result- 
ing in a longer walk between garage 
and house but keeping the residential 
area clear of permanently parked cars. 
Vehicular access to the houses and for 
visitors’ parking can then be provided 
by a series of broad culs-de-sac run- 
ning into the area from the peripheral 
road and these can be specially paved 
and planted with trees to provide 
very adequate parking space and per- 
mits of a much more _ integrated 
development. 

In all housing areas toddlers’ play 
spaces are being provided in close 
proximity to groups of houses, and larger 
areas, with fixed equipment or providing 
some other suitable environment for 
children are being planned with access 
from the main footpath system. 

Sites are being reserved for secondary 
schools on the fringe of the hilltop area 
and these are situated in close proximity 
to the outer ring road, with their playing 
fields in the recreational area surrounding 
the town. Primary school sites are being 
provided in relation to the housing areas 
with access from the footpath system. 
Playing fields attached to the schools 
within the built-up area are being kept 
to a minimum and in addition a site for 
education playing fields is to be provided 
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in the recreation area on the fringe of the 
town. 


With a compact plan the central area 
of the town can be within easy distance 
of most of the houses and at Cumber- 
nauld it is proposed that the main shop- 
ping provision should be concentrated in 
the centre. Local shopping needs are 
being satisfied by the provision of corner 
shops throughout the residential areas on 
the basis of one shop to about 300 houses. 


A report on the study of shopping pro- 
vision contains a study of the various 
methods of assessing the amount of 
shopping space required in a town. After 
considerable investigation, the method 
adopted was to calculate probable sales 
for each trade category for a town of 
70,000 from the 1950 Census of Distribu- 
tion and then convert these sales, after 
adjustment to 1959 values, into the area 
required by assessing the sales per square 
foot for each trade. 


To determine the probable sales for 
each trade, figures obtained from a sample 
group of 100 towns with broad similari- 
ties to Cumbernauld were analysed; these 
were adjusted by an amount representing 
the changes in money values, standards of 
living and patterns of expenditure which 
have taken place over the past ten years. 
Details are summarised in the table. 


These figures do not take account of 
additional space which may be required 
in the future to meet demands arising 
from an increased standard of living, or 
from an influx of regional shoppers. 


Improved methods of retailing might 
obviate any increase in floor space; on 
the other hand it would be prudent to 
allow for some additional building space 
in the town centre. 

With regard to the amount of car park- 
ing to be provided in the centre, various 
current approaches to the problem from 
this country and America have been 
studied. From these calculations it is 
forecast that the minimum provision 
should be 1,000 long-term plus 2,000 
short-term giving a total of 3,000 car 
spaces; this might rise in the future by at 
least a further 2,000 spaces. 

Segregation of pedestrians and 
vehicles is now recognised as an essential 
requirement and this can be vertical or 
lateral according to site conditions. Here 
people are more important than vehicles 
and adequate segregation can best be 
achieved by vertical separation. At 
Cumbernauld we have the possibility of 
exploiting the hilltop site to this end and 
a site has been chosen south of and just 
below the ridge of the hill with road 
access from the major junctions on the 
radial roads and with pedestrian access 
from the main footpath system on the 
northern and southern slopes of the hill. 

In this way it is possible for the centre 
to take a linear form and to be planned 
on various levels with road access and car 
parking on the lower levels and 
pedestrian circulation to the shops and 
various other public buildings on the 
upper levels. The scheme will also pro- 
vide for housing accommodation within 
the centre. 


Redevelopment of Lion Yard, Cambridge 


Minister Asks Council to Reconsider Their Plans 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, has asked Cam- 
bridge County Council to reconsider their 
plans for the redevelopment of Lion 
Yard, Cambridge. A public inquiry into 
the plan was held from November 10 to 
December 4, 1959. 

The inspector who held the inquiry, 
Mr. J. Birkett, MTPI, accepted the argu- 
ment that the area was ideal for the re- 
location of existing overcrowded uses and 
the improvement of traffic circulation. 
The proposals had to be considered 
against this background. His conclusions 
were: 

(1) That the submitted scheme was 
basically unsound in that it envisaged 
shop and office expansion instead of de- 
congestion of the central area—where 
commercial expansion was neither 
necessary nor desirable; 

(2) that the accesses to the proposed 
car park were unsatisfactory and re- 
quired modification which might alter 
the plan substantially; 

(3) that the submitted plan crowded 
too much development on the site; 

(4) that the boundaries of the pro- 
posed comprehensive development area 
could not be determined until the re- 
development proposals had been re- 
vised. 

The proposals had been submitted as 
an integrated viable plan which in his 


opinion would not bear piecemeal altera- 
tion. He recommended therefore that the 
whole submission be not approved. 

The letter giving the Minister’s decision 
says that the Minister considered whether 
he could modify the scheme to preserve 
what was good rather than reject it 
entirely. He decided not to do so becaus¢ 
any substantial changes would involve 
the council in rethinking the economic 
aspects of the scheme entirely afresh. 

He acknowledged that there might be 
some doubt whether any redevelopment 
scheme for the area could both be an 
assured business success and, at the same 
time, be in the best interests of the plan- 
ning of Cambridge as a whole. He felt 
sure, however, that the second of these 
two objectives must be the main one. 

The letter continues: ‘In his view, the 
main objective in planning the area must 
be to reduce congestion or at least mini- 
mise the increase of congestion in the 
central areas as a whole. The road and 
car parking proposals are a part of the 
submitted scheme which he views with 
approval. He does not think more office 
space should be provided than is there 
now. If additional shopping space is 
proposed the Minister would wish to have 
some evidence that the total amount of 
shopping in the central area is not likely 
to be significantly increased as a result. 
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Sites for industry have been reserved 
to the north and south of the main hill- 
top as already mentioned but it is pro- 
posed to place some of the smaller fac- 
tories, including some _ multi-storey 
blocks, about the town in the vicinity of 
the housing areas. In addition to the 
erection of special factories we have also 
developed a design for a standard factory 
sited in blocks of four and capable of 
extension from an initial 20,000 sq. ft. up 
to a maximum of 80,000 sq. ft. 


Provision has been made for about 150 
acres of playing fields in three areas on 
the level land below the hilltop. Addi- 
tional land can be made available if the 
need arises. The greater part of the 
Cumbernauld House policies including a 
well-wooded glen, amounting to 156 
acres, is being reserved for a town park. 


At the very start of the work at 
Cumbernauld the Corporation appointed 
a consultant, Mr. Peter Youngman, to 
advise on the landscape aspect of the 
scheme in conjunction with the staff in 
my department. A comprehensive scheme 
of landscaping has been prepared for the 
whole length of trunk road A80 where it 
passes along the north-west boundary of 
the town; the area between the playing 
fields at either end of the main hilltop 
and between road A80 and the northern 
fringe of building development will be 
planted as a forest. 


The total land use provision in the plan 
amounts to about 1,860 acres at a gross 
density of 27 persons per acre for the 
50,000 population on the main hilltop. 


*The Minister therefore his 
inspector’s recommendation and _ has 
decided that he should not amend the 
development plan in the way proposed. 
If a scheme for the comprehensive re- 
development of the area can be formu- 
lated on the lines sketched out above, the 
Minister would be prepared to give it 
favourable consideration; the exact boun 
daries must depend on the character and 
requirements of any revised scheme.’ 

The letter adds that the Minister would 
be glad to arrange for a discussion with 
his officers when the council have again 
considered the area’s future. 

The Minister has not confirmed a com- 
pulsory purchase order which arose from 
the council's proposals.

Revised Constitution Approved by Council 


The Council of the Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors, at its meeting 

on June 13, approved the Report of the Working Party set up by the Quantity 

Surveyors Committee to review the Committee’s constitution. A memoran- 

dum based on the Report, which appears in the September issue of * The 
Chartered Surveyor,’ is reproduced below. 


Introduction 


l. In June, 1959, the Quantity Sur- 
veyors Committee decided to establish a 
Working Party ‘to review, within the 
framework set out in the By-laws, the 
allocation of seats as between geo- 
graphical areas and the categories and 
interests of members on the Quantity 
Surveyors Committee, and to report 
thereon in the Autumn of 1959.’ 


2. The reasons for this review may be 
summarised as follows :— 

(a) The increased number and activity 
of the Quantity Surveyors’ Sections of 
the Branches in the United Kingdom 
and Eire: there are now 2] Sections. 

(b) The Council’s desire of May, 
1959, to secure consideration by the 
appropriate standing committees of ‘ the 
representation, on the elected standing 
committees, of Professional Associates 
over the Junior Organisation age-limit.’ 

(c) The resolution passed by the 
Annual Branch Conference in March, 
1958, ‘that the conference would wel- 
come greater participation by members 
in meetings of the Branches and at 
Headquarters and in other activities 
whereby members could further the 
Institution’s public and _ professional 
relations, and invites the Council to 
investigate means whereby this could 
be achieved.’ 

(d) The need to improve communi- 
cations between the Institution, the 
Quantity Surveyors Committee and 
members in the Branch Quantity Sur- 
veyors® Sections. 


3. The members of the Working Party 
were Mr. Cyril Sweett (Chairman), 
Messrs. C. F. Baker, Leonard Fletcher, 
V. B. Johnson, A. H. Killick, G. T. Vale 
and G. D. Walford, and they duly pre- 
sented their first report in November, 
1959. This was then circulated to the 
Quantity Surveyors Sections of the 
Branches, and to the London Branches, 
for comment early in 1960. 

This Report was approved by the Coun- 
cil on June 13, 1960. 


By-Laws 
4. The constitution of the Committee 
is governed by By-law 36 (2), which 
states :— 

‘The Quantity Surveyors Committee 
shall consist of at least 14 elected 
quantity surveyors, together with the 
following who shall be ex officio 
members : — 

(a) The President and Honorary 

Secretary of the Institution. 

(b) Any Past-President of the 

Institution who is or has been a 

quantity surveyor. 


(c) Any Vice-President of the 


Institution who is a 
veyor. 

(d) Any Member of Council elected 
thereto to represent the Quantity 


quantity sur- 


Surveyors Section of the profession, 


who is not an elected member of the 
Committee.’ 


5. The election of members of 
Quantity Surveyors Committee is 
erned by By-laws 36 (4) and 36 (5): 

By-law 36 (4). ‘The elected mem- 
bers of the Quantity Surveyors Com- 
mittee shall be elected annually by 
quantity surveyors. Election to the 

Quantity Surveyors Committee shall be 

by ballot, and the members practising 

within and without the metropolitan 
area shall be represented upon the 

Committee so far as is practicable in 

proportion to their numbers. Half the 

members of the Committee shall retire 
annually but shall be eligible for re- 
election. The Committee shall elect its 
own Chairman, Vice-Chairman and 

Honarary Secretary.’ By-law 36 (5). 

‘The procedure for the ballot for the 

election of the members of the Quan- 

tity Surveyors Committee shall be such 
as may from time to time be deter- 
mined by the Quantity Surveyors Com- 
mittee, subject to the approval of the 
Council.’

Present Constitution 


6. The present constitution of the 
Committee is 41, the same as in the 
Session 1958-59, and compares with 28 
in 1949 and 33 in 1954. [Details of the 
revised constitution are shown in Annex 
II on page 478.] 


Main Considerations 


7. In considering the problem the 
Committee had regard to the following 
requirements: 

(a) that the Committee should be 
representative of all types and sections 
of chartered quantity surveyors; 

(b) that representation should be in 
proportion to the numbers of members 
practising in the metropolitan area and 
the provincial areas, and at the present 
time should therefore be equally 
divided between them. 

Note: The current figures of member- 
ship are 1,978 provincial and 1,231 metro- 
politan. It has been estimated, however, 
that approximately 350 members regis- 
tered as provincial members in fact work 
in London. It is also noted that Regula- 
tion 6 of the Constitution and Regu- 
lations of the Branches (1939) provides 
that: 

‘Every Fellow, Professional Asso- 
ciate and Associate of the Institution 
should normally be a member of the 
Branch covering the area in which he 


practises. The address in the 

Branch selected shall be the one in- 

serted in the Institution’s List of 

Members.’ 

In view of this regulation the Committee 
were of the opinion that it is reasonable 
to assume equality of membership and 
representation within and without the 
metropolitan area. 

They also had regard to the need to 
provide a sufficient number of metropoli 
tan members of the Committee to deal 
with the many additional matters which 
occur largely in the metropolitan area and 
with which the Committee are concerned 
between meetings: 

(c) that so far as possible, the size 
of the Committee should not be in- 
creased, but should, if possible, be 
reduced if this could be achieved with- 
out detracting from its efficiency; 

(d) that representation of the Com- 
mittee should be such as to enable a 
proper chain of communication from 
the Quantity Surveyors Committee to 
all members to be established through 
the Quantity Surveyors Sections of the 
Branches, having regard to geographical 
areas and the numbers of members 
represented by each of the Branch 
representatives; and 

(e) that the nomination and election 
of members should be as democratic as 
possible and that consideration be 
given to the express desire by the 
Branch representatives on the Working 
Party that procedure would be intro 
duced whereby the member of their 
choice was elected as their representa- 
tive. 


Categories of Membership 


8. The position and requirements of 
the following categories of membership 
were considered with the following con- 
clusions: 

(a) Unattached Seats 

The present unattached seats 
were provided as a temporary expedient 
to accommodate members of the Com- 
mittee displaced on becoming Members 
of Council (previously ex officio mem- 
bers of the Committee). It was antici- 
pated that the classification would dis- 
appear as soon as vacancies occurred 
into which members in the unattached 
group could be accommodated. Under 
the present rules of the ballot, how- 

ever, any 10 members may nominate a 

representative. The Committee were of 

the opinion that this unattached group 
should be eliminated as soon as pos- 
sible, z.¢e., at the end of the Session 

1960-1961, particularly in the light of 

their decisions on the revised structure 

of the Committee (see Annex II). 

(b) Professional Associates over Junior 

Organisation Age Limit 

Professional Associates are eligible 
for election as full members of the 

Committee, there being no requirement, 

as in the Council, that they should be 

Fellows. As this fact was perhaps not 


two 
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well known to the electorate, steps 
have therefore been taken to inform 
members. It was felt that this would 
encourage Professional Associates to 
take greater interest in Branch affairs 
and to secure the election of their 
representatives if they were so inclined. 

The Committee agreed that the seat 

on the Quantity Surveyors Committee 

at present allocated to a Professional 

Associate over the Junior Organisation 

age limit should be abolished. 

(c) Junior Quantity Surveyors 

The two seats at present allocated to 
the Junior Organisation quantity sur- 
veyors should be retained. 

(d) Quantity Surveyors employed by 
Central or Local Government De- 
partments, Nationalised Industries, 
Hospital Boards, etc. 

Approximately 72 per cent. of the 

quantity surveyor membership is in 
private practice. Of the present 26 
elected members, four are _ public 
officers and the Committee did not con- 
sider that there was any need to make 
special provision for this section of the 
membership. 

(e) Employed Quantity Surveyors 

The question of representation on 
the Committee was discussed at con- 
considerable length but, as there is no 
restriction on the election of employed 
quantity surveyors to the Committee, 
it was decided that no special pro- 
vision need be made. It was also 
realised that many employed quantity 
surveyors might find it difficult to give 
the time and to afford the expense 
which they would incur should they 
be elected to membership of the Com- 
mittee 

(f) Life Members of Council who are 
Quantity Surveyors 

The Committee considered it desir- 
able that the number of Life Members 
to be ex officio members of the Com- 
mittee should be restricted to two. 

(g) Co-opted Members 

It was decided that the number of 
co-opted members from the Building 

Surveyors Panel of the General Practice 

Committee (formerly the Building Sur- 

veyors Committee) should remain at 

two. 

(h) Liaison Members 

The Scottish Quantity Surveyors 

Committee drew attention to the Con- 

stitution of the Scottish Branch which 

followed upon the Amalgamation 

Agreement of 1937 with the Faculty 

of the Surveyors of Scotland, and 

which provides for this liaison. The 

Committee agreed that the number of 

liaison members should remain at two. 


Geographical Representation on Quantity 
Surveying Matters 


9. The geographical position of the 
various counties and county Branches in 
England and Wales was examined in 
relation to the Branch representation, 
having regard to the need to establish a 
proper channel of communication on 
quantity surveying matters. Of a number 
of alternatives, the following changes 
were agreed: 

(a) Shropshire and Hereford to be 


attached to Warwickshire, Worcester- 
shire and Staffordshire. 


(b) Bedfordshire, Hertfordshire, Berk- 
shire, Buckinghamshire and Oxford- 
shire to form a separate area of repre- 
sentation. 


Provincial Branch Representation 


10. It was decided that the needs of 
each Branch Quantity Surveyors Section 
could be represented adequately by one 
member, and 

(a) that representation for Warwick- 
shire, Worcestershire and Staffordshire 
should be reduced from two seats to 
one; 

(b) that representation for Lanca- 
shire, Cheshire and the Isle of Man 
should similarly be reduced from two 
seats to one;

Metropolitan Branch Representation 


11. There are no representatives elected 
directly by the four London Branches to 
the Committee at present. This has pre- 
sented difficulties in the past in securing 
reasonable communications with the 
Quantity Surveyor members of each of the 
London Branches. It would therefore be 
appropriate to allocate one seat to each 
Branch. It is interesting to note that a 
Quantity Surveyors Section has now been 
formed in the London (South Western) 
Branch and it is understood that the posi- 
tion is being explored in the Middlesex 
and Essex (Urban) Branch. 

12. If a Branch did not wish to take up 
the seat allocated to it, that seat would 
be included with the unattached seats for 
the Metropolitan area in the proposed 
General Section. (See paragraph 13.) 


General Section 


13. In order to provide an alternative 
means whereby members would be able 
to secure the nomination of representa- 
tives of their choice it is proposed to 
create a new section of 12 unattached 
seats, to be called the General Section. 
The seats would be allocated as fol- 
lows: — 

(i) Metropolitan Representation 

Ten unattached seats, thus making 
the total metropolitan representation

(ii) Provincial Representation 

Two unattached seats, thus making 

the total provincial representation 14 

(two unattached and 12 provincial 

Branch seats). 

Any Branch or area seats not taken up 
by the Branch or area concerned should 
be included in the general section either 
metropolitan or provincial as might be 
appropriate. 

14. The proposed revised Constitution 
of the Committee is contained in 
Annex II. 


Period of Service on the Committee 


15. As all ordinary members of the 
Committee are elected for only two years 
at a time, it was decided that no limita- 
tion should be placed on the number of 
years that any one member should serve 
on the Committee. 


Procedure for Nomination for Election

Procedure for Election of the Committee 


17. In order to achieve the object of 
the Branches in achieving the election 
of the representative of their choice, the 
following procedure will be adopted: - 

(a) Provincial and London Branches

Volume of Work in Hand by Private 
Quantity Surveyors 


Results of First RICS Questionnaire 


IN AN ENDEAVOUR to establish the volume 
of work in hand by private chartered 
quantity surveyors and to estimate its 
probable effect on the future load on the 
construction industries, the RICS, in May 
last, sent a questionnaire to every firm of 
private chartered quantity surveyors in 
Great Britain. Firms were asked to state 
in some detail the value of projects for 
which, in the six months ended March 31, 
1960, they had been commissioned (i) to 
prepare preliminary estimates and (ii) to 
prepare tender documents. 

The information, states an article in 
the September issue of ‘The Chartered 
Surveyor,’ was required to be available 
for the July meeting of the National Con- 
sultative Council of the Ministry of 
Works and firms could not, therefore, be 
allowed much time to complete the forms. 
The questionnaires were sent out early 
in the holiday season and this probably 
caused some difficulty to a number 
of firms. Nevertheless of 670 firms 
approached, 366 (54 per cent) replied. It 
is hoped that there will be a_ better 
response to the next inquiry, to be held 
in October, 1960. The work of analysing 
the replies was undertaken by the Statisti- 
cal Branch of the Ministry of Works. 

This was the first exercise of its type 
to be carried out by the Institution and 
little detail was previously known about 
the structure of the profession. To be 
able to arrive at estimates of the total 
volume of work in hand, it was neces- 
sary, therefore, to work on the basic 
assumption that the firms which supplied 
information could, as a group, be taken 
to be fully representative of the profes- 
sion as a whole. The figures themselves, 


it is pointed out, must be treated with 
considerable reserve and they may need 
to be amended as further information 
becomes available. 

A number of members reported they 
had entered the public service, ceased to 
practise primarily as quantity surveyors, 
or had retired. It is estimated that prob- 
ably about 641 firms were actually prac- 
tising in May, 1960. 

The questionnaire asked for the value 
of work in hand to be provided, by types 
of work, under the general headings 
‘future’ projects and ‘new’ projects. A 
‘future’ project was defined as one for 
which the quantity surveyor has com- 
menced, in the period under review, the 
preparation of a preliminary estimate but 
which has not reached the tender docu 
ment stage. A ‘new’ project is one for 
which tender documents were begun in 
the same period. It follows that a scheme 
included in one return as a ‘ future’ pro-

ject might be expected to be shown in a 
subsequent return as a ‘ new” project. 

There is probably no direct comparison, 
says the article, between the results of 
this exercise and those produced by the 
quarterly inquiries into architects’ new 
commissions undertaken by the RIBA. 
In the public sector, for example, it is 
much more common to nominate a quan- 
tity surveyor than it is to nominate an 
architect. The RIBA in 1958 undertook 
an inquiry into the average time taken 
to complete various sections of the ‘ prior 
to building’ stages of a job. The results 
suggest that, on average, that part of the 
work of a private quantity surveyor 
placed with him by a private architect 
might be expected to arise about seven 
months after the appointment of the 
architect. In so far as any comparison is 
possible, therefore, the value of ‘ future’ 
projects produced by the present inquiry 
should be related to the value of archi- 
tects’ new commissions obtained in the 
second and third quarters of 1959. The 
accompanying table gives the results of 
the present inquiry 

It is emphasised that the main object 
of these inquiries is to indicate trends: 
it is not, of course, possible to do this 
from the returns for one period alone 
but, assuming that none of the ‘ future’ 
projects reported in the present inquiry 
is affected by recent economic measures 
taken by the Government, an increase 
of some 8 per cent. in ‘new’ projects 
included in the next returns is indicated. 
It is impossible to forecast at this stage 
what the trend of ‘ future’ projects might 
be. 

At a time when the need to increase 
Britain’s exports is being stressed, it is 
of particular interest to note that the 366 
firms who replied to the inquiry reported 
a total of almost £16m. of projects over- 
seas on which they were engaged. 
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British Construction Work Overseas 
Nearly £124m. for the Year Ended March, 1960 


BRITISH CONTRACTORS carried out con- 
struction work in overseas territories to 
the value of nearly £124m. during the 
period ended March, 1960, states the 
Board of Trade. This shows an increase 
of more than £34m. over the previous 
twelve months and is the highest figure 
recorded since the Ministry of Works 
began their surveys in 1955. The cur- 
rent figures include the work of sixty- 
seven firms carried out in nearly seventy 
countries. 


The value of work carried out over- 
seas has risen by nearly 80 per cent. in 
the five years since 1954-55 when the 
total was £70m. Little information is 
available by which to measure the success 
of other countries in this field, although 
it is known that between three hundred 
and four hundred American firms under- 
took work overseas in about 130 different 
countries. In 1956 it was estimated that 
they carried out £250m. of work and 
since then the value of dollar payments 
made to American firms for their over- 
seas work is thought to have risen by 
about 10 per cent. The total amount of 
work carried out overseas by American 
contractors is thus higher than the 
amount done by British contractors, but 
their activity may well not be increasing 
as fast. 


Increasing Activity from Europe 


Apart from the Americans, some of the 
European countries—the Dutch, the 
French and the Italians—are increasingly 
active. On the other hand, in most of 
the countries where work is available 
overseas, the level of construction activity 
has also been rising. For example, during 
the last five years the increase in 
Australia has averaged 4.7 per cent., and 
in Canada it has been as high as 7.6 per 
cent. In the under-developed countries 
the rate of increase may have been even 
more rapid. While, therefore, competi- 
tion is keen, future prospects and oppor- 
tunities are bright. British firms. of 
course, have special advantages in Com- 
monwealth countries and in the colonies. 


The Government are now contributing 
annually nearly £150m. towards overseas 
development. Other countries are also 
making large contributions and these are 
a measure of the work which should be 
coming forward. Loans made by the UK 
are not tied but naturally it is hoped that 
British firms will obtain their share of the 
work which is to take place. 


Fluctuations in the amount of work 
being done in different countries every 
year are inevitable and when opportuni- 
ties fall away in one country, they are 
sought in another. This year the value 
of new contracts obtained by British 
firms has risen markedly in_ both 
Australia and Canada. In Australia, 
where ten firms are now working, £13m. 
of work was outstanding in March of this 
year, and in Canada, with sixteen firms 
active, there was nearly £30m. of work 
outstanding. In Africa, British firm@are 


most active in Rhodesia and Nyasaland, 
in Ghana and in Nigeria. In these four 
countries 37 firms are working and over 
£30m. of work was outstanding at the 
end of March. 

The following table shows the distribu- 
tion of activities of British construction 


and roads are some of the projects being 
undertaken by British contractors. 
While, as this report points out, the 
progress that is being made in obtaining 
additional work is encouraging, the scope 
is large and getting larger. Moreover, 
half the work undertaken is carried out

firms overseas during the last two years. 

The big increase in the value of con- 
tracts obtained in the sterling area is due 
mainly to the notable increase in activity 
in Australia, and a continuing high level 
of activity in the African countries (total 
nearly £43m.). The totals shown against 
the other sterling countries reflect a 
steady level of activity. 

Increased activity in the sterling area 
is no less valuable than activity in areas 
where other currencies are earned. The 
value of contracts obtained in the dollar 
area reflects the large increase of activity 
in Canada. This is the largest increase 
shown in the table. 

The contracts awarded covered a range 
of activities. Industrial building, supply 
and erection of chemical plant, laying of 
pipe lines, the construction of dams, 
schools, clubs, houses, hydro-electric 
schemes, tunnels, power houses, jetties 


by the six firms which are most active 
overseas. Some of these firms are, in 
fact, undertaking more work overseas 
than in this country. What is needed is 
for more firms to be prepared to explore 
the possibilities of working overseas 
perhaps in some of the countries where 
British firms are not at present operating 

and for some of those already under- 
taking work to expand their activities. 
The need for exports does not grow less. 

For example there must be many oppor- 
tunities in the Asian bloc which British 
contractors might explore profitably. 
According to recent announcements, it is 
expected that the Indus basin Treaty 
between India and Pakistan will be signed 
this month; constructional works of a 
major nature spread over a period of 
about 10 years will have to be under- 
taken. This should present British con- 
tractors with new opportunities.

An Analysis of the Economic Factors 


EDWIN BELT AND JOHN SMITH,

WHEN it is agreed that there is a need for 
a public baths establishment in a particu- 
lar area, this resolution should not 
necessarily infer that an immediate high 
capital outlay is to be incurred, together 
with the corollary that the scheme may 
have to be deferred. 

This is the situation invoked by the 
traditional design for such an establish- 
ment, which does not, moreover, give a 
fair return on the capital outlay or com- 
plete satisfaction in service for all users. 
This is unacceptable in a place of public 
resort with a probable life of at least one 
hundred years. 

It is, in fact, a dangerous and frustrat- 
ing multi-purpose compromise, as des- 
cribed in our article published in ‘ The 
Builder’ of April 1 last, wherein is set 
forth an economically reasonable and 
fluidly practicable ‘Fresh Approach to 
Swimming Bath Design.’ 

This modern outlook in design enables a 
baths authority to make the best possible 
re-arrangement and use of its existing 
amenities, while at the same time plan- 
ning provision is made for specialist 
facilities to be newly erected in the order 
of priority of need of the various aquatic 
pursuits in the district.

Four Distinct Categories 


These multifarious pursuits can be 
placed in four categories, any two of 
which are mutually antagonistic in juxta- 
position but inter-dependant in separate 
enjoyment. The four distinct categories 
of amenities which fall to be arranged in 
order of priority of need, are as follows: 

1. A pond 3 ft. deep throughout is 
required for (a) the teaching of swimming, 
(b) therapeutic treatment of hospital 
patients, (c) health-promoting exercise for 
the blind, (d) schools’ competitive swim- 
ming, (e) recreative health-promoting 
exercise for the family, (f) swimming 
training for the sub-teenager, and (g) 
Infantile Paralysis Fellowship galas, and 
clinics. 

2. A bath 6 ft. deep everywhere is the 
requirement for (a) life-saving practice, 
(b) recreative and _ health-promoting 
swimming, (c) competitive swimming 
training, (d) water-polo matches, (e) swim- 
ming championship galas, (f) synchronised 
swimming practice, and (g) aqua-lung 
instruction, which is additionally of value 
for the recovery of the bodies of drowned 
or apparently drowned persons. 

3. A pool 10 ft. or 17 ft. deep, accord- 
ing to the class of facilities to be pro- 
vided, is required for (a) diving practice 
for the Royal Life Saving Society's 
awards, (b) recreative health-promoting 
diving, (c) competitive diving practice, 
and (d) diving competition. 

4. A gymnasium is considered to be of 
such public health-promoting value, that 
municipalities were given the power to 
provide this modern amenity under the

Physical Training and Recreation Act of 
1937, but for adequate reasons (the late 
war and  the_ subsequent financial 
stringency), this Act has not been imple- 
mented. It is required for (a) diving 
instruction and training, (b) swimming 
training, (c) the instruction of non- 
swimmers, (d) life-saving instruction, par- 
ticularly resuscitation of the apparently 
drowned person, (e) specialist training 
for all sports, (f) recreative health-pro- 
moting exercise, (g) pure gymnastics 
training, and (h) pure gymnastics compe- 
tition. 

We have dealt with the economics of 
the provision of teaching swimming baths 
for new schools in another publication, 
and the English Schools’ Swimming Asso- 
ciation are endeavouring to provide such 
facilities at all existing schools by public 
subscription and by grant. The local 
Situation in this respect will, of course, 
have to be clarified in order to avoid 
duplication of facilities in public baths 
establishments, particularly as _ the 
memorandum on the Education Aet. 
1944, envisages that these schools’ baths 
shall be made available to the general 
public outside school hours. 

Alternatively, the education authority 
may find it to be the more convenient to 
provide a centralised schools’ teaching 
swimming bath in the case of a relatively 
small and compact urban area, and 
in such cases co-operation with the baths 
authority will be mutually advantageous 
and economical.

The autonomous authority may wish 
to consider the practicability of the 
conversion of its existing suburban baths 
establishments for the same purpose. It 
should be a comparatively inexpensive 
and satisfactory expedient to remove the 
diving stage and fill in the deep end, to 
give a constant shallow depth of water. 

The efforts of the English Schools’ 
Swimming Association towards their 
goal of every school its own bath and 
every scholar a swimmer, are to be highly 
commended, particularly in the light of 
the incidence of drowning fatalities in 
this country, which amount to over a 
thousand every year, but the present sad 
financial inadequacy of their scheme 
emphasises the urgent need for en- 
lightened official action in the matter. 

The capital cost of these ponds forms 
only a minor part of the total outlay for 
a public baths establishment, and further- 
more the capital and/or maintenance 
costs may well fall to be shared between 
the baths authority. the education 
authority, and the hospital board. 

Co-operation between these bodies and 
the English Schools’ Swimming Associa- 
tion, will ensure that the essential facili- 
ties for the teaching of personal safety in 
the water are provided immediately and 
comprehensively throughout the country. 

The provision of diving facilities is the 
sole responsibility of the baths authority, 
but the capital cost to be incurred in this 
instance should be related to the basic 
standard needs of the diver, and to the 
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existing or probable future availability of 
advanced class amenities within reason- 
able travelling distance. 


Existing Establishments 


Existing suburban baths establishments 
may be adapted for primary diving re- 
quirements where first- and second-class 
baths are available for alteration and 
renovation. The second-class bath may 
be converted into a pond, and the first- 
class bath into a pool for use in con- 
nection with a l-metre springboard. 

It is anticipated that these small 10 ft. 
deep pools, which will ensure, in use, that 
everyone receives a sound basic ground- 
ing in safe diving technique, will be pro- 
vided wherever a 17-ft. deep advanced 
standard diving pool does not fall within 
the limits of standard provided by the 
other amenities which are made available. 


If it is desired to stage first-class com- 
petitive swimming competitions, then the 
bath must be 165 ft. long by 60 ft. wide 
by 6 ft. deep throughout, but the maxi- 
mum economy which can be effected 
where this gala stipulation does not apply, 
is for the length of the bath to be reduced 
to 110 ft. This will still provide the area 
of water required for a full-size water- 
polo pitch; an amenity which must not 
be overlooked in the modern baths 
establishment. 


Many baths authorities have been, and 
still are, unable to resist the promise of 
increased income which can accrue from 
the conversion of the baths hall for the 
purpose of winter-time dancing, even 
though the teaching of personal and of 
general life-saving techniques is thereby 
impaired by a restriction to the months 
of summer.

Chartered Surveyors’ 


Further Papers at Bangor 


The Chartered Surveyors’ Annual Conference was held at the University 
College of North Wales, Bangor, from August 30 to September 3 and in last 
week’s issue of ‘ The Builder’ we published extracts from the two principal 


addresses. 


We conclude our report of the conference with extracts from the 


address by Mr. Henry W. Wells, CBE, FRICS, FAI, and the monograph by 
Mr. Robert Steel, BSc, both of which were submitted on September 1. 


The Education of the Chartered Surveyor 
By Henry W. Wells, CBE 


DURING THE FIRST SESSION ON Thurday, 
September 1, MR. HENRY W. WELLS, 
CBE, FRICS, FAI, introduced the Report of 
the Education Policy Committee and sub- 
mitted his paper on ‘ The Education of 
the Chartered Surveyor.” The speaker 
referred to the Report in which the com- 
mittee states that examinations have 
placed too much emphasis upon factual 
knowledge and too little upon general 
principles. He though that it might be 
this sort of comment of which, on the 
previous day, Sir John Wolfenden was a 
little critical. Mr. Wells suggested that 
principles were continually changing and 
were only important in relation to their 
development. He continued: 

In the specialised vocational education 
of the chartered surveyor the same sort of 
mistake is being made. The student is 
taught and examined, for example, on the 
law of town planning as it stands today 
and as if it was an oasis of legislation 
which will continue to stand in its own 
desert, insulated and static. Whereas in 
fact the current law is but an incident in 
the evolution of principles for the control 
of land use in an over-populated and 
highly industrialised small country, and 
fits into an overall developing pattern of 
legislation. The student should at least 
be able to comprehend why the law has 
developed to its present point—he may 
then get some glimmer as to how it might, 
or for that matter, ought to develop in 
the future. 

To take another example, the teaching 
for an examination in valuations is at 
present virtually restricted to an under- 


application of valuation 
the mechanics of statutory 
valuations. It was often remarked in the 
committee that you could not teach 
valuations as an academic subject because 
the value of anything must be concerned 
directly with the look, shape and sub- 
stance of the particular thing which is 
being valued. And you cannot take an 
office block, or an agricultural estate, 
into the examination room or lecture 
hall. 
What 


standing and 
tables and 


teach and 
examine in are the influences which 
increase, reduce, indeed create, value. 
You can open the student’s mind to an 
awareness of the social, economic and 
legislative pressures which affect value, so 
that when he is in the field ‘ getting the 
mud on his boots’ he has a better chance 
of recognising the increasingly more com- 
plex factors which he must have in mind 
when forming his conclusions; whether 
this be a valuation of property or general 
advice on how to deal with a real estate 
problem. It was this reasoning which 
led the committee to suggest bracketing 
economics and valuation so as to form 
one subject in the intermediate and to 
suggest introducing a new subject into 
the final of the general section called 
‘Estate Economy’; at the same time 
limiting examination time to three hours 
in a valuation paper which it is presumed 
will be restricted to the mechanics of 
making a valuation. 

On the question of minimum academic 
standards and educational background, I 
must first emphasise that the subjects 


you can, however, 
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this additional function admirably, and 
at small inconvenience to its normal 
patrons, due to the ease with which it 
can undergo day-to-day conversion of 
use. 


Conclusion 

This ‘Fresh Approach to Swimming 
Bath Design’ enables the authorities con- 
cerned to avoid expensive duplication of 
building; to provide ideal facilities at com- 
paratively small cost which will enable 
everyone to learn to swim; to provide 
immediately those safe aquatic facilities 
of which they have the greatest need; to 
plan for first-class specialist amenities 
within the needs of their district and to 
build them in order of priority without 
strain on the economy; and to implement 
the Physical Training and Recreation Act 
of 1937 to the best possible health- 
promoting advantage of the ratepayers.

which the committee suggest should be 
insisted upon at GCE ‘QO’ level are those 
which are absolutely necessary as part of 
a surveyor’s training. In the second place 
the slight raising of the level of academic 
standard suggested was arrived at by 
balancing what was feasible without 
materially curtailing entrants to the Insti- 
tution against what was desirable in order 
to raise the general tone of entrants. 


We should be behaving like ostriches 
if we disregarded two important con- 
siderations which are, to some extent, 
conflicting. We must remember that we 
are not the only society concerned with 
the professional techniques carried on by 
our members. Thus, although as the 
senior body it is reasonable that our aca- 
demic requirements should be _ the 
highest, if they are too high would-be sur- 
veyors will turn to the other societies. 
On the other hand, the committee had 
evidence that the public and grammar 
schools were not inclined to encourage 
their more able students to become sur- 
veyors because on the face of it it appears 
to career masters that a boy with, say, 
two ‘A’ levels is wasting his talents if 
he enters a profession which only requires 
*O”’ levels. These ‘ political’ considera- 
tions cannot be ignored. 

In so far as general practice is con- 
cerned, there is a new factor on the hori- 
zon. I refer to statutory control of estate 
agents. It is my belief that as it is one 
of the avowed intentions of registration 
to raise the quality of entrants into estate 
agency, the long-term effect will be that 
it will become easier for the Institution to 
increase its academic demands.

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veying, or by the post-war ‘legislative 
banquet ’ affecting land and property. The 
new techniques and laws have been added 
from time to time to the syllabus so that 
the poor student is now lost in a forest of 
detail. Neither students nor those res- 
ponsible for their education have a 
chance to see the wood for the trees, 
many of which are dead. 

The committee were astonished to find 
that in the valuation section the Institu- 
tion was examining in law for more hours 
and in more detail than the Law Society. 
Above all, the committee had to face the 
simple fact that a student can be 
expected to assimilate only a _ certain 
amount in four or five years and that it is 
a nonsense to examine him on the sort 
of knowledge which a practitioner of 
twenty years’ standing ought to have 
acquired. I most sincerely hope that the 
members of the Syllabus Committee, 
which will be responsible for putting into 
effect the principles set down by the 
Special Committee, will at all times 
remember this fact. 

‘It would be unrealistic to insist 
nowadays upon articled pupillage, but 
employers must realise their obligation to 
ensure that training is adequate.’ I sup- 
pose that the most satisfactory normal 
way of entering the surveyor's profession 
is as an articled clerk under which the 
master-employer accepts by legal agree- 
ment obligations to his pupil. The evi- 
dence, however, is that the pupillage 
system does not fit contemporary condi- 
tions, and that the trainee system has 
taken its place. 

There is further evidence that this 
system is not working as well as it should 
from the point of view of the student or 
of the profession or the public. Further- 
more, if the examinations are to be 
slanted in the direction suggested by the 
committee, added weight is given to the 
importance of adequate practical training 
either during or after taking the pro- 
fessional examinations. The committee, 
therefore, consider that the employer 
should sign an undertaking that the 
trainee will get adequate training. This, 
we hope, will put the employer under a 
moral, if not a legal, obligation to see that 
the trainee gets a fair deal. 


An Alternative Ladder 


I would like to draw your attention to 
the suggestion that there should be avail- 
able to students the alternative educa- 
tional ladder of full-time academic study 
up to and including the final examination, 
followed by two years’ practical training. 
The case for this innovation is fully 
argued in the Report. The only addi- 
tional remark I would like to make is 
that it seems to me that the Institution 
has, at least by implication, accepted the 
principal of full-time academic study fol- 
lowed by two years’ practical training in 
that this is the present position in rela- 
tion to those who have taken degrees in 
estate management at either Cambridge 
or London Universities. 

Contemporaneously with the delibera- 
tions of the Special Committee, and to a 
great extent because of the way those de- 
liberations were developing, the Coun- 
cil of the Institution accepted the prin- 


ciple of a general practice section of the 
Institution. I hazard the opinion that those 
who will look back on the history of 
the Institution in fifty years time will re- 
gard this decision as the most important 
taken by the Council during the first 
hundred years of its life. It is a positive 
and deliberate change of direction. 

The Institution’s policy has been to 
create new sections as and when new 
technical fields came within its orbit, or 
as particular aspects of existing sections 
began to develop so that they seemed to 
be almost new professions. I do not sug- 
gest that the previous policy was wrong, 
for without doubt it filled the needs of 
the times. But it has also led to a great 
deal of confusion as to what a chartered 
surveyor stands for. 

It now looks as if we may be within a 
short distance of four easily understood 


categories of chartered surveyors. 


The Evolution of the 
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Namely ‘a chartered surveyor,’ * a char- 
tered quantity surveyor,’ ‘a chartered 
mining surveyor’ and a ‘chartered land 
surveyor.’ It will not have escaped your 
notice that by making this comment I 
have assumed that the agriculture and 
land agency section may in due course 
join the general practice section. 

Most of us with general practices are, 
I think, finding that the line between 
urban and rural estate management is, 
year by year, less capable of being clearly 
defined. It is, I suggest, less definable 
than the line between town planning and 
building surveying, both of which are now 
within the general section. If the agri 
culture and land agency section agreed to 
join the general section there could, I 
suggest, be a rural estate management 
optional subject in the final and I see no 
reason why the practical examination in 
agricultural should not also be held. 


Chartered Surveyor 


By Robert Steel, BSc 


DURING THE AFTERNOON of September 1 
discussion groups met to deal with the 
various aspects of the surveyor’s educa- 
tion and training. Sectional meetings 
were convened at the end of the after- 
noon and at one of these, ‘ General Prac 
tice, discussion was opened by Mr. 
ROBERT STEEL, BSC, With a monograph on 
‘The Evolution of the Chartered Sur- 
veyor in British Society." The meeting 
was held under the chairmanship of Mr. 
F. J. Hughes Brackett, MBE, FRICS. 

Continuing the broad theme of ‘ educa- 
tion for the surveyor’s profession’ Mr. 
Steel dealt with the general practitioner 
and for this reason excluded _ those 
specialised branches concerned’ with 
quantity surveying, land surveying, 
mining surveying, and agricultural sur- 
veying and land agency. The speaker 
went on to say that the somewhat 
‘amorphous residue” that was left after 
deduction of the main specialised groups 
formed (together with the agricultural 
surveyors) the central core of the profes- 
sion and were the direct descendants of 
the founders of the Institution. ‘ The 
subsequent emergence of __ specialist 
sections,’ he continued, ‘ with their well- 
organised functions and clearly-defined 
organisations, has tended to obscure the 
image of the original group and to con- 
fuse the public’s understanding of their 
functions.’ 

Although the public understood, 
generally speaking, the ‘raison d’étre’ of 
the surveyors in the specialist groups, 
they did not understand what those 
chartered surveyors did who undertook 
a variety of work concerned with the 
valuation, management and development 
of land. It would never understand what 
they did unless they acquired a title that 
was properly descriptive of their work. 
If that work was concerned with estates 
in land, continued the speaker, why not 
call them ‘estate surveyors’? Without 
some such title, the profession could 
never hope to project a clear picture of 
itself. 

Describing the evolution of the char- 
tered surveyor in British society, Mr. 
Steel said the RICS, like many other 


societies, grew out of the Industrial 
Revolution. At that time, almost every 
surveyor, whatever his particular apti- 
tudes and inclinations, had a _ general 
type of practice. During the present cen- 
tury, however, specialisation had tended 
to divide the profession into separate 
groups, each with its own title, so that the 
homogeneity of the profession was en- 
dangered. 


This process had also been reflected in 
the examinations structure of the Insti- 
tution, and there was wide-spread agree- 
ment that specialisation at the examina- 
tion stage had gone too far. Dubbing a 
student as a specalist from the day he 
entered the profession, ‘narrowed un- 
necessarily the field of emvloyment for 
which he was qualified, and it encum- 
bered the whole profession with an un- 
desirable immobility which impeded the 
best deployment of its corporate talent.’ 
Proposals were now being considered for 
consolidating the examinations, and this, 
in turn, would assist integration. 


There was an _ interesting analogy 
between this situation and the integra- 
tion, in the nineteenth century, of the 
solicitor’s branch of the legal profession. 
There, division of functions had under- 
mined the strength of the single profession 
of which all were a part. That strength 
had increased immensely after they were 
integrated into the solicitor’s profession 
as it was known today. This greatly sim- 
plified their problem of public relations. 
‘By contrast,’ continued the _ speaker, 
‘how much more difficult it has been in 
the past to avoid confusion in the public 
mind about the functions of different 
types of surveyors’ 


Turning his attention to defining the 
profession of a chartered surveyor, Mr. 
Steel said that the common factor in all 
his work was land; he was always con- 
cerned with the problems of developing, 
valuing, managing or controlling the use 
of land. His particular field could there- 
fore be described as land administration. 

The three main branches of learning 
which this work required were law, eco- 
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nomics (or land valuation) and building. 
This sometimes led to the suggestion that 
the surveyor had no distinctive field of 
his own. But what distinguished a pro- 
fession was not only the possession of a 
specific field of knowledge but also the 
use which it made of that knowledge. 

Land administration was not merely 
concerned, once in a while, with solving 
a legal conundrum, or, at intervals, with 
a financial reckoning; or, perhaps once 
in a lifetime, with the construction of a 
building. It required a guiding mind to 
deal continuously with day-to-day policy, 
and to take a comprehensive view of every 
problem that arose. These were the things 
which created the demand for a separate 
profession possessing what was now well- 
recognised as the surveyor’s particular 
skill. 

Mr. Steel hoped that the universities 
would take a greater interest in the sur- 
veyor’s ‘ department of knowledge,’ since 
the profession needed a proportion of 
men who had made fundamental studies 
of its philosophies and its practices. These 
studies should include such matters as 


the history and principles of English land 
tenure; comparative studies of land tenure 
systems in other countries; the theory of 
value, with particular reference to land; 
the effects which legislation and economic 
policies had upon land; and the wider 
economic and social relationships 
between man and the land. 


The Future 


Looking to the future, the speaker fore- 
saw an increase in public activity for 
the provision of roads, schools, recrea- 
tion facilities, health services and other 
amenities. Public activity of this kind 
had always demanded the chartered sur- 
veyor’s help. 

New towns and municipal housing 
were two other examples where his work 
was of paramount importance. Whole 
townships living in publicly-owned dwel- 
lings were a new phenomenon in Britain, 
and their future administration would 
present many interesting problems for 
surveyors. The rate of change was indi- 
cated by the fact that during the last 
15 years the proportion of municipal 


Reinforced Concrete in Sea-Water 


Conclusions Drawn From Extensive Durability Tests 


THOROUGH AND PROTRACTED investigations 
into the durability of reinforced concrete 
in sea-water have been carried out since 
1929 by the Building Research Station 
in conjunction with the Sea Action Com- 
mittee of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers. A summary of these investi- 
gations together with the results that 
have emerged are presented in the 
twentieth and final report* of the Sea 
Action Committee. 

The scope of the investigations was to 
study the type of cement, cement- 
aggregate ratio, water-cement ratio and 
consistence, addition of pozzalanas, and 
depth of cover to the reinforcement. The 
test specimens were reinforced concrete 
piles 5 in. square in section and 5 ft 
long. The general conclusion drawn from 
the study was that the primary cause of 
deterioration was corrosion of the re- 
inforcement and not disintegration of the 
concrete from chemical or physical effects 
of the salts in sea-water. The latter, how- 
ever, influenced the resistance of cor- 
rosion since this became progressively 
greater as the resistance of the cement 
decreased. 

With an unusually rich mix (1:2 3/5) 
and a cover of 2 in. of concrete over the 
reinforcing bars, no cracking of the con- 
crete occurred with any cement either in 
the first ten years of controlled exposure 
or in the subsequent thirteen years of 
uncontrolled exposure. This applied also 
to the 1:4:4 4 pozzolana mix piles 
which in actual Portland cement content 
correspond to the 1 : 5 mix. No corrosion 
of the steel was found on finally breaking 
the piles open. 

In the more usual mix of 1:5 by 
weight, again with a 2 in. cover to the 
steel, cracking occurred to a greater or 
less extent with the Portland cements in 
the first ten years and became more 
accentuated in the subsequent thirteen 


years. Similar piles made with high- 
alumina, Portland blastfurnace, and trass- 
Portland cements (this corresponding to 
a 1:9 mix in Portland cement content 
alone) was entirely free from cracking 
after ten years, but after the subsequent 
thirteen years only the sets of piles from 
a high-alumina cement and a. trass- 
ordinary Portland cement mix remained 
entirely uncracked. On breaking these 
latter piles open after the final inspection, 
some corrosion of the steel was found in 
about half of both the trass-Portland 
cement and the high-alumina cement 
piles. 

With 1 in. cover to the steel and the 
rich 1:2 3/5 mix, only the piles made 
with high-alumina and Portland blast- 
furnace cements remained crack-free after 
ten years and only two high-alumina 
cements after the subsequent thirteen 
years. Some corrosion of the steel over 
lengths of a few inches was however 
observed in the latter. In the medium 
1:5 mix, only the two high-alumina 
cements survived uncracked after ten 
years and even these piles became 
cracked later. 

Artificial Pozzolana Series 

The results of the artificial pozzolana 
series were less conclusive since they 
were for the most part tested in piles of 
1 in. cover and exposed mainly in 
laboratory simulated conditions and not 
at Sheerness. So far as the results go, 
the better two of these pozzolanas gave 
results with the few piles of 2 in. cover 
broadly similar to those obtained with 
trass, though in piles with only 1 in. 
cover the cracking was more pronounced. 

The small 6 in. by 3 in. concrete 
cylinders in many cases suffered much 
more severe deterioration than the larger 
piles. High-alumina cement was the most 
resistant, followed by the Portland blast- 
furnace and pozzolanic cements, with the 
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housing had increased from 10 to 25 per 
cent of the national total of 16m. dwel 
lings. 


Comprehensive town planning and 
public interest in development might also 
throw up new problems, and place a new 
emphasis upon some of the old ones. 
What, for example, were the solutions for 
the redevelopment of decayed city 
centres? The problem was really one of 
organising the land into economic units 
for redevelopment, and the offices of char- 
tered surveyors had to contain an abun- 
dance of case histories and other material 
that could provide a wealth of data for re- 
search, and possibly lead to a worth-while 
result. 


‘ The profession as a whole,’ concluded 
Mr. Steel, ‘has seemed reluctant to 
interest itself in research. A profession 
can only progress by maintaining a 
mastery of its art or science, to a degree 
that matches the challenge of the times; 
there can be no doubt that many problems 
exist, which surveyors would do well to 
solve.’ 


Portland cements the least resistant. 

The observations on cracking of the 
piles, corrosion of the reinforcement in 
uncracked piles, and the deterioration of 
the concrete cylinders gave a broadly 
consistent picture of the effect of cement 
content of the concrete, cover to the re- 
inforcement, and type of cement. With 
the Portland and trass-Portland cements 
the general order of decreasing resistance 
to cracking was: 1. Rich 1:2 3/5 mix 
piles with 2 in. cover; 2. Medium 1:5 mix 
piles with 2 in. cover; 3. Rich 1:2 3/5 
mix piles with 1 in. cover; 4. Medium 1:5 
mix piles with 1 in. cover; 5. Lean 1:9 
mix piles with 1 in. or 2 in. cover. With 
high-alumina and Portland blastfurnace 
cements there was little difference 
between 2 and 3 with some tendency to 
a reversal of their order. 

No Portland cement of the sulphate 
resisting type was used in the tests, but 
it may accordingly be expected to give 
better protection to the reinforcement 
than the ordinary and rapid-hardening 
Portland cements used in these tests. 

The results of the present trials show 
that with a 1:5 by weight Portland 
cement (ordinary or _ rapid-hardening) 
concrete, a 2 in. cover to the reinforce- 
ment is insufficient to guarantee protec- 
tion against corrosion of the steel in piles 
above low-tide level and that a somewhat 
richer mix, or a thicker cover, is required. 
High-alumina cement gave overall the 
best performance up to the 23 years, but 
it must be noted that the behaviour of 
this cement can be much affected if a 
high internal temperature is reached in 
the concrete. The heat evolution from 
the reaction of the cement with water is 
rapid and the risk of high temperatures 
being attained increases with the cross 
sectional area of the pile. High-alumina 
cement is unsuitable for use in tropical 
waters.

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Proposal to Increase Plot 
Ratio Area Allowed on 
Appeal 


A CONTENTION on behalf of the appellants 
that density control of shop premises 
should not be rigidly applied to all such 
buildings was put forward in the course 
of a public inquiry into two appeals by 
Marks & Spencer, Ltd., concerning their 
premises at 153-161, High-street, Houns- 
low, at which a number of interesting 
points were raised regarding plot ratios 
and their effect on traffic congestion. 

The appeals were against (1) a condi- 
tion imposed by the Heston and Isle- 
worth BC, acting on behalf of the 
Middlesex CC as local planning authority, 
in permitting an extension at the side and 
rear of shop premises, restricting per- 
mission for the use of the yard and erec 
tion of a boundary to a limited period; 
and (2) the refusal by the said council to 
permit a further extension of the premises 
at first- and second-floor levels on the 
land [153-161, High-street, Hounslow]. 

The premises of Marks & Spencer, 
Ltd. are n the side of the High 
street extending to Hanworth-road at the 
rear. Along this section of High-street 
there is no uniform street facade, but the 
premises are predominantly three-storey 
of varying heights. The appeal premises 
have already been extended at the side 
and partly at the rear in accordance with 
the planning approval of which a condi 
tion was the subject of the first appeal. 

For the appellants it was submitted, in 
respect of the first appeal, that the con 
‘ultra vires’ because the yard 
had an existing use related to the use 
of the main premises as a whole. The 
appellants would be prepared to accept a 
revised condition limiting the permission 
for the boundary wall. 


soutm 
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Storage Space Needed 

In respect of the second appeal, it was 
said that as a result of the increased sales 
area being provided at these premises, it 
was considered necessary to review again 
the amount of storage space in order to 
improve the efficiency of the shop. The 
present proposal was to extend over the 
whole width of the premises at the rear, 
above the extension already approved 
and partly completed. The total increase 
in floor area would be from 27,590 sq. 
ft. to 31,225 sq. ft., which would allow 
additional stockroom space to be pro- 
vided on the first floor. 

The proposed extension would 
represent a plot ratio of 1.9 to 1. Density 
control of shopping premises should not 
be rigid, since some uses might need less 
floor area than others. A plot ratio of 
1.5 to 1 [the standard adopted by the 
council] in Hounslow High-street would 
only allow for an increase of about 12 per 
cent of floor space in the redevelopment 
of the two areas surveyed by the 
appellants. This was not enough to 
encourage the redevelopment programme 
in the development plan and a general 
plot ratio of 2 to 1 would be reasonable. 
The appellants had been allowed to 
extend similar premises in other areas 
having plot ratios of up to 3 to 1. The

open space of adjoining roads should be 
taken into account in restricting build- 
ing density. The appellants had no 
experience of the plot ratio on a site 
being reduced by the provision for fur- 
ther road widening and this was con- 
sidered to be unreasonable. 


For the council, in respect of the first 
appeal, it was said that in view of the 
evidence produced to the effect that use 
rights had existed in the yard for at least 
four years, it was agreed that the con- 
dition attached to the planning approval 
dated November 26, 1958, could be 
amended to relate to the boundary wall 
only. 

In respect of the second appeal it was 
said that the appeal site was within an 
area allocated for combined shopping and 
business use. It was proposed to widen 
High-street, Hounslow, to form two 
carriageways but it was not possible to 
exactly when this work would 
out. Although the approved 
development conformed to the proposed 
Hanworth-road building line, most of 
the yard and the boundary wall would 
be on land required for the future road. 


The density of development on the 
appeal site resulting from the recently 
approved extension had a plot ratio of 
1.9 to 1 related to the site reduced by the 
proposed widening of Hanworth-road 
The present proposal, involving a further 
increase of 14 per cent in the floor space, 
would increase the plot ratio to 2.3 to 1 
and result in over-development of the 
site. The plot ratio for new shops de- 
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pended upon existing traffic and building 
density conditions in an area. The 
average plot ratio in Hounslow High 
street was 0.8 to 1, and traffic conges- 
tion and parking was one of the most dif- 
ficult problems in the district. 


A standard limiting new development 
to a maximum plot ratio of 1.5 to 1, and 
75 per cent site coverage, had been 
adopted to prevent severe congestion. It 
would be very -damaging if plot ratios 
were to be excessively increased in the 
area and the present proposal, if approved, 
would create an undesirable precedent. 


The Inspector’s Report 


In his report, the Inspector said that in 
respect of the first appeal he considered 
the basis for agreement indicated as 
acceptable to both parties to be reason 
able. He recommended that the condi 
tion be modified, omitting reference to 
the vard space. 

In respect of the second appeal he 
accepted that there was a need for further 
storage space to increase the efficiency of 
the store and he did not think that the 
additional floor space was likely to in 
crease congestion in the area. He thought 
it was unfortunate that sufficient land 
will not be available behind the future 
road widening line in Hanworth-road to 
provide parking space for vehicles within 
the future boundary of the site, but he 
noted that the present proposal does not 
alter that position. He was not con- 
vinced that there was sufficient justifica 
tion on density grounds for refusal of

The Minister accepts the Inspector’s 
conclusions and recommendations. 
Accordingly he has decided to: 

1. Substitute for condition 2 of the 
planning permission dated November 28, 
1958, a new condition to read as follows: 

That permission for the erection of 
the proposed boundary wall in advance 
of the future widening line of Han- 
worth-road shall be for a limited period 
of five years only, expiring on Novem- 
ber 22, 1963, when the wall shall be 
removed and the land on which it 
stands reinstated to the satisfaction of 
the local planning authority. 

2. Grant permission for the erection of 
a further extension at first and second 
floor levels at the rear of the premises 
at 153-161, High-street, Hounslow, in 


accordance with the submitted plans. 


Provision of Footpath in 
Proposed Residential 
Development 


A CONDITION imposed by the Cheshunt 
UDC in permitting residential develop- 
ment on land at Cheshunt. Herts, has 
been upheld by the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government on appeal. The 
condition specified that ‘ provision shall 
be made for a footpath in the north-west 
corner of the site which can be linked to 
the High-street to the satisfaction of the 
Cheshunt UDC.’ 

The appellants’ land is about 120 yards 
behind the eastern side of the High- 
street. At the north-west corner of the 
site is an existing access from the High- 
street about ten feet wide, which the 
Council consider should be used as a 
footpath from the proposed estate to the 
High-street. 

It was stated on behalf of the appel- 
lants that: 

(a) A footpath usually proved a 
nuisance to adjoining residents, to 
the general public, and to the authori- 
ties, especially at night; 

(b) A footpath in the position pro- 
posed by the Council would be remote 
from the shopping and town centre 
and wou'd serve only a few residents; 

(c) They had suggested an alterna- 
tive position for the footpath farther 
south. but the Council had said that 
they were unable to arrange for the 
connection between the High-street 
and their land. 

The Council contended that a footpath 
from the proposed estate to the High- 
street was desirable in order to reduce 
the walking distance to the shopping and 
town centre. They agreed that a foot- 
path farther to the south would be more 
convenient, but it was unreasonable for 
the Council to have to seek to acquire 
land for connection to the High-street 
when the existing access to the appel- 
lants’ land could be adapted for the pur- 
pose. It was not accepted that such foot- 
paths were sources of nuisance to the 
public or the authorities, if properly con- 
structed and adequately lighted. 

The Inspector agreed with the Coun- 
cil that a fuotpath to the High-street was 
very desirable for the convenience of the 
people who would live on the estate. 
Although a footpath would be better 
situated neare, to Cadmore-lane, the fand 


required for this was not available and 
the utilisation of the existing access near 
to Mill-lane appeared to be the only prac- 
ticable way of providing one. He there- 
fore recommended that the appeal be dis- 
missed. 

The Minister agrees with the Inspector 
that the provision of a footpath to the 
High-street is desirable. He considers it 
reasonable that the appellants should be 
required to provide a footpath over their 
own land and he is satisfied that a foot- 
path utilising the existing access to the 
High-street would serve a useful pur- 
pose. He has accordingly decided to dis- 
miss the appeal. 


Absence of Main Drain- 
age: Housing Scheme 
should be Deferred 


A RECENT APPLICATION for planning per- 
mission for the demolition of The Rec- 
tory, Southfleet, and the development of 
part of the land for housing purposes with 
49 houses and part of the land for use 
as playing fields by the local authority 
was referred to the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government for his decision. 
The site has an area of about nine acres. 


The Inspector, in his report to the 
Minister, noted that The Rectory might 
be sold and the question of demolition 
might not arise. He considered, however, 
that. in any case, development of the 
site for thirty or more houses depen- 
dent on cesspool drainage would be un- 
desirable from every point of view and 
might threaten the purity of the South- 
fleet Well water. In his view, as little 
residential development as_ possible 
should be permitted in Southfleet until 
sewerage is provided. He _ therefore 
thought that the application was prema- 
ture and that permission for the develop- 
ment proposed should not be given. 


The Minister states, in the course of 
his decision, that he is glad to know that 
there is a possibility that the Rectory 
may be substantially preserved. He notes 
that this will call for a revised layout 
for a smaller number of houses and that 
neither the (Kent) County Council nor 
the Dartford Rural District Council sup- 
port the submitted scheme. The Minister 
agrees that a scheme for about thirty 
houses, leaving the older parts of the 
Rectory building for residential use and 
an area for open space use, would be 
appropriate development for this site. He 
is satisfied that the proposed scheme for 
forty-nine houses would result in exces- 
sive development and he has therefore 
decided not to approve the present appli- 
cation. 


While the Minister agrees that permis- 
sion could, in due course, be given to such 
a revised scheme he is satisfied, on the 
evidence submitted at the inquiry and on 
the Inspector’s recommendation, that de- 
velopment involving so many houses 
should not take place until connection 
can be made to a public sewer. Atten- 
tion was drawn to the fact that the Minis- 
ter had allowed two appeals against the 
refusal of three houses in Southfleet with 
cesspools. The Minister is satisfied that 
the greater concentration represented by 
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the building of some thirty houses on the 
present site would be undesirable in the 
absence of main drainage. In the 
Minister’s view, therefore, revised pro- 
posals should be deferred accordingly and 
the applicant will no doubt wish to keep 
in touch with the Dartford RC in regard 
to the timing of the laying of a sewer 
to Southfleet. 


The Minister has considered whether 
any steps should be taken at this stage 
with a view to revocation of the out- 
line permissions already given for the 
residential development of this site. He 
notes that they were in outline only and 
that detailed application must be made 
before any development can take place. 
He notes too, that time limits were 
attached to those consents. It is for the 
County Council, in the first instance, to 
decide whether those outline consents 
could now be acted upon, but the Minis- 
ter asks the County Council to inform 
him if they propose to accept as valid any 
application consequent upon those con- 
sents. 


Hersham Petrol Filling 
Station Rejected 


A PROPOSAL to erect a petrol filling station 
on land adjoining the Nordic Club, Esher 
Road, Hersham, has been rejected by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment on appeal. 

The appeal site is a wedge shaped area 
between Esher Road (A244) and the river 
Mole, on the eastern side of Hersham, 
and has a frontage of about 340 feet to 
the south of the main road. To the east 
stands the Nordic Club (a social club) 
and its car park. On the north side of 
Esher Road, opposite the appeal site, 
is the entrance to a large council housing 
estate whilst south of the river lies open 
land. 

In his report to the Minister, the In- 
spector states that to obtain maximum 
benefit from the improvement of Esher 
Road, development must be avoided 
which would be likely to lead to the park- 
ing of vehicles in the highway. The 
Nordic Club attracts a considerable num- 
ber of cars, some of which are now parked 
on land which will shortly be taken into 
the road, and provision should be made 
for additional cars arising from increased 
membership. 

The proposed petrol station would 
occupy land which may well be needed for 
extending the club’s car park. The en- 
trance into the station would have to be 
close tu the break in the central reserva- 
tion to be provided at the entrance of 
the housing estate, and vehicles would 
be able to cross from the northern 
carriageway to enter the filling station, 
thus adding to the hazards at this point. 
It cannot be shown that existing facilities 
are so poor as to justify another station 
with the objectionable features of the 
one proposed, and he recommends that 
the appeal be dismissed for the main 
reason that the proposal would be likely 
to prejudice road safety and the free 
flow of traffic in Esher Road. 

The Minister has accented the Inspec- 
tor’s recommendation and has accordingly 
decided to dismiss the appeal. 
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Suburbia in Western Nigeria 


New Housing Projects on the Outskirts of Lagos and Ibadan 


IN THE MAJOR West African cities of 
Accra in Ghana and Lagos and Ibadan in 
Nigeria, there is a marked move to the 
suburbs. Neat, brightly painted houses, 
scientifically laid out to avoid the rays 
of the sun, flank smart shopping centres 
which feature cinemas, supermarkets and 
offices. These suburbs are also inter- 
spersed with well-kept parks and 
churches 

Ikeja, a 550-acre housing project which 
is being developed by the Western 
Region Housing Corporation of Nigeria 
lies some 13 miles outside the federal 
capital of Lagos. It is one of the first 
steps by the Government to create areas 
of residential development in order to 
provide for an increasing population and 
to promote industrial expansion. A 
second development area is the Bodija 
estate which lies just outside Ibadan, the 
capital of Western Nigeria. 


The Bodija Development 


Ibadan proper contains a population 
of approximately 750,000 to 1,000,000 
persons depending upon the time of year 
and the number of agricultural workers 
who have decided to make it their tem- 
porary residence. From Mapo Hall, the 
seat of the city council, Ibadan spreads 
out in what seems to be an endless un- 
dulating sea of tin roofs interspersed by 
skyscrapers and Government buildings. 
The are jammed with cars, 
lorries, bicycles and pedestrians. The 
houses that line its main arteries and 
streets are equally crowded with families 
who have doubled up because of the 
severe shortage of living space. 

To alleviate this problem, at least par- 
tially, the Western Region Housing Cor- 
poration in 1958 launched the Bodija 
development, a 400-acre suburb that 
eventually will contain 1.200 homes plus 
a shopping centre, churches, parks, 


streets

schools and a cinema. This project, like 
sister development at Ikeja, is an 
experiment. Its success will determine 
the Western Region's Government 
housing plans for some time to come. 
That the Western Region intends to con- 
tinue developing its own brand of 
suburbia is evidenced by the fact that 
negotiations are now under way to launch 
similar schemes in the cities of Sapele 
and Benin. 

Thus far, 54 houses have been com- 
pleted in Bodija and 100 more are cur- 
rently under construction. The houses 
are built of native stone and concrete, 
painted in soft blues, pinks and yellows. 
They range in price from £1,000 to 
£3,500. The structures, similar to those 
already built in the suburbs of Accra, 
were designed specifically for West 
Africa by a team of United Nations 
architects. 

The houses available in both Ikeja and 
Bodija are of three price and size varie-

ties. The smallest, which sells for £1,000, 
contains a living room, kitchen, two bed- 
rooms, bath, verandah and a bicycle store- 
room.

Another type costing £1,580 has a floor 
area of 1,100 sq. ft. comprising a living 
room, kitchen, store room, three bed- 
rooms, bath, garage and_ servants’ 
quarters. The largest house available is 
a two-storeyed one containing 2,000 sq. ft. 
It has a living room, dining room, kitchen, 
study, three bedrooms, one or two baths, 
a garage and servants’ ouarters. The sel- 
ling price is £3,500. The prices for all 
the houses include land, sewaze, water, 
and road development. 


An Industrial Estate 


The Ikeja project near Lagos differs 
from Ibadan’s Bodija development in that 
it combines an industrial estate with a 
suburb. Of Ikeja’s total of 750 acres, 200 
acres have been set aside for industrial 
development, 140 of which have already 
been allocated to various firms. People 
employed by the new factories on the 
Ikeja industrial development site, which 
is a strategic spot as far as sea, air and 
ground transportation and shipping are 
concerned, are expected to provide a 
ready market for the homes built in the 
new suburb. The houses will be of the 
same design as those in Ibadan and will 
sell for the same price. 

The industrial development facet of 
Ikeja is part of the effort by the Govern- 
ment to attract new industry within the 
Region’s boundaries. Two _ factories 
already under construction are Tower 
Aluminium Ltd., a subsidiary of Alumi- 
nium Ltd. of Canada, and Nigeria Asbes- 
tos Cement Products. Other firms who 
propose to set up in the area include a 
book publishing firm, a textile manufac- 
turing plant and a shoe factory. 

The Western Region offers prospective 
industries every inducement to locate 
plants in Ikeja. Perhaps the most attrac- 
tive facet of this area is that title to he 
land has already been cleared.

Time and Wages Sheet ; Steel Lighting Columns ; 
Silicone-rubber-insulated Cables; Electroplated Coatings 


Form of Time and Wages Sheet and 
Pay Packet for the Building and Civil 
Engineering Contracting Industries 
BS 1151: Part 1: 1960 
SINCE 1949 wages sheets and pay packets 
used in two major industries have con- 
formed to BS1151: 1949. One impor- 
tant modification in the revised Standard 
(HMSO, price 6s.) is the grouping together 
of all taxable payments. In addition, 
numerous examples of wages payments 
are set out and explained in detail, to 
illustrate the versatility of the wages sheet 
in dealing with the most complicated cir- 

cumstances. 

The new publication contains a speci- 
men (26 in. x 164 in.) time and wages 
sheet—from which it will be seen that 
the standard sheet provides for simple 
and accurate recording of time, payments, 
allowances and deductions. It has been 
designed to cover all national and local 
conditions dealt with in the Working Rule 
Agreements of the two industries. Also 
illustrated is a standard form of pay 
packet, the entries on which correspond 
to entries given as an example on the 
‘fold-out’ wages sheet. 

The text of the specification provides 
requirements for the quality, colour and 
dimensions of both sheet and pay packet. 
Also specified is a minimum bursting 
strength for the paper from which the 
pay packet is made. 


Steel columns for street lighting 
(BS 1840 : 1960) 


A MARKED ADVANCE in the usefulness of 
this specification—now revised—is its 
inclusion of requirements for columns 
made from steel plate, sheet and strip (as 
well as from steel tube—the only material 
specified in the 1952 edition). 

Specifically, the 1l-page publication 
(price 4s.) deals with the materials for 
and the design of steel street lighting 
columns with or without bracket arms. 
The columns, however, are not intended 
to support overhead wiring. 

Concise information is provided on: 
methods of construction; the fitting of 
the control gear; recommended depths to 
which the columns should be sunk into 
the ground; the connections for lantern 
fixing; protection against corrosion; and 
the maximum stresses and deflections 
permissible. 

Potential purchasers will find particu- 
larly helpful the standard’s list of 14 
items of information to be supplied when 
submitting inquiries or orders. 


Silicone-rubber-insulated cables and 
flexible cords (BS 3258 : 1960) 


THIS NEW BRITISH STANDARD (price 5s.) 
has been prepared in view of the increas- 
ing use of silicone-rubber-insulated cables 
and flex?ble cords. It covers a range of 
these cables and cords in conductor sizes 
up to 0.06 sq. in. suitable for a maximum 
conductor operating temperature of 
150°C 


The specification takes the same 
general form as other British Standards 
for rubber-insulated cables but is con- 
fined to single-core, twin and three-core 
cables and cords finished either with glass 
braid and silicone varnish, or with asbes- 
tos braid and heat-resisting compound. 
Electroplated coatings of cadmium and 
zinc on iron and steel (BS 1706 : 1960) 
THIS REVISED publication (price 5s.) speci- 
fies the purity, appearance, thickness and 
adhesion of coatings, the corrosion resis- 
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tance of passivated coatings, and the 
appearance, covering and adhesion of a 
chromate film. Classificiation is in all 
cases by thickness. 

Full test procedures for establishing 
the quality of the coatings are given in a 
series of appendices. They deal with: 
local and average thickness; adhesion; 
humidity (in relation to passivated ceat- 
ings); and the presence and adherence of 
chromate film. Other recommendations 
concern the heat treatment of plated 
articles of steel with a nominal tensile 
strength of 65 tons and over.

Local Authorities and Caravan Sites 
Minister's Guidance on New Act 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, has issued a cir- 
cular to local authorities on the general 
policy to be adopted and the more urgent 
action required to be taken under the 
Caravan Sites and Control of Develop- 
ment Act, 1960. The Act came into effect 
on August 29. 


The Minister considers, says the cir- 
cular, that the aim should be to secure 
that all caravan sites, whether residential 
or holiday sites, are properly equipped 
and run; that sites are not allowed in 
the wrong places but are allowed in 
acceptable places, and that planning per- 
mission is not withheld on principle but 
only where there is some definite plan- 
ning objection; that permission is given 
on a long-term or permanent basis unless 
there is some definite reason against

this; and that where sites have to be run 
down or numbers have to be reduced this 
is done with due regard to avoidance of 
hardship. 


In future, caravan sites will require to 
be licensed. Existing sites which have 
specific planning permission must be 
granted licences, but the licensing 
authority will be able to attach condi 
tions to the licence. In doing so, they 
must have regard to model standards pre 
scribed by the Minister, copies of which 
have been issued with the circular. Appli 
cations for licences for existing sites 
which do not have specific planning per 
mission will be referred to the local plan- 
ning authority to determine the planning 
status of the site and what ought to be 
done about it. 


The establishment of a new site will 
require, first, planning permission and, 
second, a licence. The circular 
emphasises the importance of close and 
harmonious co-operation between plan- 
ning and licensing authorities in dealing 
with applications in respect of both 
existing and new sites. 

Planning decisions on caravan sites 
should be taken in the light of accepted 
planning principles. Authorities will 
need, however, to consider where in their 
area sites would be acceptable, given the 
demand. The Minister cannot give precise 
guidance on this point, but makes a num- 
ber of points which he considers note- 
worthy. These include: residential sites 
might best be outside, but not far from, 
residential areas; there is much to be said 
for concentrating holiday sites in a 
special locality rather than having them 
scattered over a wider area; new static 
holiday sites should be in inconspicuous 
places and well screened; sites should not 
be so small as to make a high standard 
of equipment uneconomic nor so large 
as to spoil the character of an area.

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Research for Industry Increasing 


Developments of Interest to the Building Industry 


THE GRANT-AIDED RESEARCH ASSOCIATIONS 

which last year reached a total number 
of 50 for the first time—are keeping pace 
with the increasing research effort in 
industry generally. The total income from 
industry and government rose from 
£5.1m. in 1955 to £7.3m. in 1959, of 
which the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research contributed £1.7m. 
last year. 

‘We expect it to go on rising,’ states 
the Industrial Grants Committee of the 
Council for Scientific and Industrial 
Research, in their report ‘ Research for 
Industry 1959,’ published on August 10 
(HMSO, price 8s.). 

All types of activity—basic, applied 
and sponsored research, and develop- 
ment, information and advice—are bene- 
fiting from this expansion, although each 
Research Association is designing its own 
pattern of advance to meet the changing 
needs of its industry. 

‘Research for Industry’ also contains 
brief descriptions of the work of each of 
the research associations and a fuller 
record of achievements of the 12 associa- 
tions whose grants came up for renewal 
during 1959. Following are among the 
achievements listed of interest to the 
building industry: 


Chalk Lime and Allied Industries 
Research Association 


This Association, now in its fifth year, 
has two main research divisions—one 
concerned with the production and uses 
of lime, the other with the manufacture 
and use of sand-lime bricks. 

Uses and Quality of Lime.—The pro- 
gramme so far pursued by the Lime Divi- 
sion has had two main objectives, both 
determined by the current needs of the 
lime industry. One has been to investi- 
gate possible new uses for the surplus 
capacity for lime production arising 
from changing demands by the building 
industry. The other has been to examine 
factors affecting the quality of lime and 
the kind of quality control required. The 
second objective was undertaken to en- 
sure that material supplied to the building 
industry in particular is suitable for its 
purpose. 


With regard to new outlets for lime the 
Association has devoted most attention 
to the possibility of using lime for soil 
stabilisation. It has also studied the 
potential use of lime with Portland cement 
in the manufacture of precast concrete 
products and the possibility of making 
other useful precast products with chalk 
and lime as basic raw materials. 

The use of lime in mortars, whether for 
brick- or block-laying, or for plasterting 
or external rendering, is traditional and 
provides the largest market for chalk lime. 
Tests for comparing either the proper- 
ties of different types of mortar, or the 
effects of varying the quality of the con- 
stituents, have never been standardised 
in this country. In consultation with the 
Building Research Station the Association 


has endeavoured to _ standardise test 
methods and to obtain a wide range of 
data against which comparisons could be 
made. Some of the test techniques so 
far employed have been developed by the 
BRS, others in the Association’s labora- 
tories. A particularly difficult problem 
exists in measuring and comparing the 
rheological (working) properties of dif- 
ferent types of mortar. However, a 
method of measurement has been devised 
which, it is hoped, will prove satisfactory. 
Consideration is being given to the 
properties of mortars containing additives 
such as surface-active agents, and to the 
advantages and disadvantages of air en- 
trainment. 


The only serious defect of building 
limes, which occurs very occasionally but 
has annoying effects when it does, is ‘ un- 
soundness.’ This results from expansion 
due to the presence of quicklime, which 
hydrates slowly after the plaster or mor- 
tar has hardened. Existing specification 
tests, which show the cause of this defect 
directly, take too long for the purpose of 
practical quality control, and the Asso- 
ciation has been trying to develop more 
suitable control tests, and to determine 
the factors in manufacture that affect the 
occurrence of ‘unsoundness,’ so that it 
can be reduced where necessary. In con- 
junction with this study, samples of 
hydrated lime have been drawn at inter- 
vals from members’ works, and the sound- 
ness, fineness, and other properties have 
been determined. Members have been 
informed when the quality of their pro- 
duct was not wholly satisfactory. If the 
fault was apparent, they were told of the 
steps needed to rectify it. Some small 
firms have few or no facilities for testing 
and have to rely on the Association. 


The British Standard for building lime 
has for some years been due for revision. 
Before starting work on this revision, the 
British Standards Institution has asked 
the Association to collect data on existing 
building limes and information on the

relevant methods of testing. 


Sand-Lime Bricks.—The Sand Lime 
Brick Division has from the beginning 
concentrated on the problem of drying 
shrinkage which, though less with sand- 
lime bricks than with concrete products, 
tends to be higher than with clay bricks. 
From 1937-1940 this problem was exten- 
sively studied at the Building Research 
Station, and the present investigation 
builds on knowledge gained from the 
earlier study. The results obtained so 
far have further clarified the factors affect- 
ing drying shrinkage, and it has been pos- 
sible to inform members of the measures 
required to keep the shrinkage to a mini- 
mum. This problem is of considerable 
importance, and much more research is 
needed. 


In examining the factors in manufacture 
affecting a property like drying shrinkage, 
the effects on other properties, such as 
Strength, cannot be ignored. This re- 
search is thus showing how improvements 
in these other properties can most eco- 
nomically be effected. 


The Association is also studying the 
value of silicone treatments on sand-lime 
brickwork, the resistance of sand-lime 
bricks to natural weathering and frost 
action, the extension of the sand lime 
brick process with aggregates other than 
sand, and the efficiency of members’ mix- 
ing plant. 


Research Council of the British Whiting 
Federation 


The Council seeks to improve existing 
methods of manufacturing chalk whiting 
and to develop new ones, examines the 
properties of this substance and tries to 
discover further ways in which it can be 
used. These are some of the advances it 
has made during the last three years. 

Use in Paint.—The work of the labora- 
tories has clearly indicated that con- 
siderable improvements can be made in 
whiting manufacture, and it is now pos- 
sible to prepare a much finer grade of 
whiting than before. This substance 
should be attractive to the paint, rubber 
and printing-ink industries. Experimental 
work has shown that fine grades of whit- 
ing are suitable extenders for use in 
polyvinyl-acetate water-emulsion paints. 
In particular careful formulation can pro- 
vide paints with good storage properties 
and freedom from acid development, due 
to the stabilising effect of the calcium 
carbonate. 

A study of the dispersion of whiting in 
oils has suggested methods of reducing the 
‘oil absorption’ of whiting. Such a de- 
crease would mean adding less of the 
more expensive media to paints and allied 
products. 

Use in Putty.—Glazing putty is approxi- 
mately 85 per cent whiting. Recently 
the mixing conditions, formulations, and 
physical and chemical characteristics of 
the ingredients of this substance have 
been studied. The results of this work 
will help to produce a glazing putty with 
better storage characteristics—and need- 
ing smaller additions of expensive, im- 
ported vegetable oils—than the present 
material.

£ilm. Glasgow Hotel Plan 


A PLAN for a £1 million luxury hotel in 
the St. Enoch-saquare area of Glasgow has 
been proposed by Mr. James Glasgow, a 
Glasgow business man. His group pro- 
poses to clear an area to the south side 
of St. Enoch-square, to take ten shops at 
street level, banqueting rooms, lounges 
and restaurant. The new hotel would be 
a 14-storey block, taking 200 guests, with 
private bathrooms to each suite. The top 
floors would house business stock rooms 
and office accommodation. 

At present, Glasgow loses a consider- 
able amount of annual conferences 
because of lack of hotel space. It is also 
designed to link up with the growth of 
air travel. But Glasgow Corporation may 
not approve the site; it isin an area where 
congestion is already a fact, and it could 
be that Planning Committee approval will 
be deferred on grounds of congestion in 
this central area. 


Extra Storey Proposal Rejected 


AN APPLICATION by House of Fraser for 
approval for a fifth storey to their new 
Arnott-Simpson block, now going up in 
Argyle-street/St. Enoch-square, has been 
turned down by Glasgow Planning Com- 
mittee. A reason advanced by the Com- 
mittee is that the proposal ‘ greatly ex- 
ceeds the modern standard of develop- 
ment.’ The original Corporation figure 
announced when the site was offered for 
sale was a plot ratio of 3.5. This repre- 
sents a building standard of three and a 
half times the area of the site. The addi- 
tion of a fifth storey would increase the 
ratio to 4.8. In the interval, House of 
Fraser had been given approval for an 
increase from their original standard of 
3.8 to 4.2. The Planning Convenor, CLLR. 
W. L. TAYLOR said that the new request, at 
4.8, was not regarded as satisfactory by 
the Committee, and had consequently 
been refused. 


Housing Debit 


GLASGOW’S OUTSTANDING loan debt on 
council houses amounted to almost 
£112m. at the end of the financial year 
in May, it was reported recently at a 
meeting of the corporation housing com- 
mittee, when the accounts were approved. 


Overspill Adviser Appointed 

THE Scottish Office have appointed Mr. 
ALLAN YOUNG, formerly Scottish controller 
of the Board of Trade, to be deputy chair- 
man of the East Kilbride Development 
Corporation and consultant adviser to 
the Department of Health for Scotland 
on the industrial aspects of the overspill 
scheme. 


SSHA Building in Glasgow 

THE Scottish Special Housing Association 
are to build 3,500 houses for Glasgow in 
the next five years. Among the sites to 
be developed are Hutchesontown-Gorbals 
and Broomhill. The Corporation’s hous- 
ing committee have agreed that the asso- 
ciation should also undertake the 
development of the Maryhill Barracks 
site. 


Retention of Green Belt 


THE Secretary of State for Scotland, Mr. 
J. Maclay, proposes to make land avail- 
able for nearly 7,000 houses in the Kil- 
patrick area of Dunbartonshire and to set 
this as the limit pending the establish- 
ment of adequate green belts. 

His decision is the result of a public 
inquiry into objections to the Kilpatrick 
area part development plan prepared by 
Dumbarton County Council. In the course 
of his conclusions, Mr. Maclay outlines 
the general considerations affecting de- 
velopment of the area, which he says 
contains landscape of high quality. 


Glasgow Housing Problem 


A SPECIAL COMMITTEE of Glasgow Corpora- 
tion is to consider the advisability of dis- 
continuing the letting of houses to appli- 
cants on the ordinary waiting list.

£2m. Development in Dundee 


DUNDEE CORPORATION’S proposals for 
zoning the Overgate as an area of com- 
prehensive development have been 
approved by the Secretary of State for 
Scotland.
